me Press Muzzled and a Police System 
More Rigorous Than That of Russia 
Pope Leo Distressed bythe Action of 
the French Pilgrims atthe Pantheon— 
M. Hormel’s Avology—East African 
expeditions — Gleanings From Euro- 
pean Capitals. 


Lorpor, Oct. g.—Considerable uneasiness 
has been created in diplomatic circles by a 
dispatch this evening from Philipopolis stat- 
ing that grave fears are entertained there at 
the prospects of an outbreak of a formidable 
insurrection. An English Liberal Member of 
parliament, at present in Philipopolis, tele- 
graphs that the trouble is due to M. Stam- 
pouloff, whom, he alleges, is trying to create 
a corrupt oligarchy devoted to his interests. 
Continuing, the correspondent says: 

“In this endeavor M. Stambulof is sup- 
ported by the moral influence of Austria and 
England, eager to find in him a tool against 
Russia, and to some extent by the army. 
When the Russians withdrew all their offi- 
cers from the country, at the time of the cow- 
ardly attack led by King Milan, the sub- 
alternsand servants were promoted to re- 
place them, and succeeded to the enormous 
pay which the liperators of Bulgaria had 
been in the habit of drawing. The army, 
therefore, has generally supported M. 
stambuloff, fearing that the luxury in 
which they are now able to live would 
be curtailed by an honest Liberal Govern- 
ment. Nevertheless, patriotism is stronger 
than self-interest, and a large proportion of 
the officers are secretly working for the con- 
stitutional party. The severity of the police 

system at present in force is unparalleled even 
in Russia. Within twelve hours after my 
arrival in Philipopolis my passport had been 
demanded three times, and on the last of 
these occasions I had to turn out of bed at an 
early hour and submit to an interview by a 
gendarme. The correspondence of strangers 
is opened and often destroyed; letters are 
frequently delivered open. There is not a 
single opposition paper in the whole coun-

try, 

In 1888 some twenty-five editors were im- 
prisoned, and since that time there has been 
no free expression of public opinion. The 
right to public meeting has been suspended, 
and nota single prominent citizen known to 
be out of sympathy with the Government, 
has escaped imprisonment or expulsion. 

„On the 15th of March last an attempt was 
made to kill Premier Stambulof, and Finance 
Minister M. Béicheff lost his life. Political 
assassinations fina no apologists among the 
constitutional party; the act must have 
been the work of irresponsible men, 
goaded into madness and crime by 
personal motives or perverted patriot- 
ism. Instead of searching for the perpe- 
trators of the outrage, M. Stambuloff seized 
the opportunity of destroying atone blow 
those whom he looked upon as rivals or ene- 
mies, and especially those former colleagues 
who had remained true to the constitutional 
principles of which he himself was once 
champion. Nearly three hundred persons 
were taken from their beds at night and re- 
moved to prison. About half of them have 
since been liberated. Among those still de- 
tained the chief are MM. Karaveloff, Tsan- 
off, Oreschakaff, Vulcheff, Kasatof and Drs. 
Motoff and Thacheff. These people belong to 
our political parties, and have nothing in 
common but the fact that they are opposed 
to the Government. The treatment to which 
they have been subjected can only be paral- 
leled in the annals of Oriental despotism. 

The case of M. Karaveloff, the most dis- 
tinguished scholar in Bulgaria, will suffice as 
an example. 

Upon his arrest M. Karaveloff was placed 
first ofallina damp underground dungeon, 
where he slept on the bare flour; he was then 
removed to a dark room with not a single 
aperture for the admission of lightand kept 
there for nearly two months. During the six 
months which have elapsed he has not been 
allowed to see a single visitor, not even his 
Wife, and no lawyer has been admitted to 
give him advice. An appeal for books, writ- 
ing material and wine was rejected by 
M. Stambuloff. Such brutality has had its 
natural effect upon a highly cultured and 
abnormally active mind; the prisoner was 
recently taken to the prison hospital where 
he now lies very ill, 

Ine state of terror at present prevailing 
in Sofa is so great that none of Mme. Kara- 
Velof’s friends dare to visit her or receive 
her. Dr. Moloff lost his liberty merely be- 
Cause he was seen at Mme. Karavaloff’s 
house. MM. Karaguleff, lijef, Lepartseff, 
Viadigeroff and others have been so tortured 
in prison that two of them bave gone mad 
in consequence. The result of these outrages 
istbat Bulgaria is just now honeycombed 
with intrigues with which Russia has no 
part and it needs but little to shatter the 
power of M. Stambuloff. M. Tontcheff, Min- 
ster of Justice, has just resigned his port- 
folio because he insisted that M. Karavelof 


and fellow prisoners should havea fair and 
impartial trial.“ 


THE POPE DISTRESSED 


ATTHE ACTION OF THE FRENCH PILGRIMS AT 
EMANUEL’S TOMB. 

Roux, Oct. 8.—The action of the French pill - 
Frims at the tomb of Victor Emanuel in 
the Pantheon yesterday has Geeply disturbed 
the Pope, who has issued instructions that 
all the Catholic pilgrims now in Rome are to 
remain tranquil in the face of the displeasure 
displayed by the bands ot young men and 
others who paraded the streets to mark their 
disapprobation with the pilgrims’ conduct 
and that the latter are in every way to do ali 
in their power to avoid giving cause fer dis- 
turbances. The French pilgrims who were 
the immediate cause of so much disorder 
yesterday started during the day for Modena. 
Belore doing so they called at the Vatican 


and expressed their regrets for the occur- 
rences of yesterday. 
he also regretted 


grims who visited Victor Emanuel's tomb, 
spat in the book where all visitors are ex 
pected to inscribe their names. In addition 
the pilgrim wrote: Vive la Pape. Mort au 
roi Humbert. Abas Victor Emmanuel. 

An Italian gentleman who was present in 
the Pantheon atthe same time as the pil- 
grims happened to notice what one of their 
number had inscribed in the visitors’ book 
and, enraged at the insult to the dead, he 
struck the writer in the face and assisted the 
guards to expel him amid the anathemas of 
those present. The other pilgrims tried to 
rescue their companion from the guards and 
in so doing caused the whole popular disturb- 
ance, The crowds attracted to the spot by 
the disorder upon hearing of its cause, at- 
tacked the pligrims with knives and stones, 
filling the air with imprecations of Death to 
the pligrims, etc. 

The guards had the utmost difficulty in pro- 
tecting the pilgrims from the Italians, who 
were frenzied in desire for vengeance. In 
spite of the appeals of the police officers and 
their efforts to allay the anger of the pop- 
ulace, the pilgrims were chased all over the 
city. 

M. Harmel, the leader of the French work 
men’s pilgrimage, called at the Ministry of 
the Interior to-day and disclaimed any sym- 
pathy with the outrage of yesterday. On the 
other hand, Harmel expressed deep regret 
for all the occurrences tn connection with it. 

Eight trains at an early hour this morning 
were held in readiness to take the pilgrims 
out of Rome, but it was found that popular 
feeling against the visitors had calmed down 
to a considerable extent, and therefore the 
pilgrims were informed that it was not an- 
ticipated that any departure from the origi - 
nal plan would be found necessary. 


SAVAGES OF EAST AFRICA. 


DISASTROUS FAILURE OF A GERMAN EXPEDI- 
TION AGAINST NOMADIC TRIBES. 


Lowrpor, Oct. 8.—German methods of colon- 
ization in East Africa have receiveda some- 
what serious commentary inthe news tele- 
graphed to day from Zanzibar confirming 
the recent report regarding the defeat of the 
punitive expedition sent against the 
Wahehes, with the killing of nine Germans 
and a large number ofnatives. This news, 
the authenticity of which there isnow no 
room to doubt, means that another anda 
much more formidable expedition will have 
tobe sent by the Germans to reduce the 
Wahehes to a proper state of subjection. 
This will, however, beno easytask. They 
area warlike anu independent people, oc- 
cupying the Uhahe country some distance to 
the south of Zanzibar. Theircountry isan 
elevated plateau several thousand feet high, 
watered by the upper courses ofthe Rufngi, 
known in that part of its waters at the 
Ruaha. 

Itis more difficult to localizethe trouble 
with the Mafitis, whom Lieut. Schmidt was 
sent to punish—without effect as would ap- 
pear. The Mafitis are a wandering race, and 
as they live mainly by robbery and have few 
permanent possessions, it will not be easy 
for the Germans to do more than carry on a 
sort of guerrilia warfare with those nomads 
of the African continent. 

None of thee expeditions touch the, Belts 
interests ;but it Is in a point threatened by 
project of Dr. Peters, who is apparently bent 
on treating the dreaded Masai with a high 
hand. If his published intention of attacking 
the Masai tribes in German East Africa, near 
Kilimadjaro, should prove well founded it 
would be serious newsfor the British East 
Africa Co., asthe tribes attacked would al- 
most inevitably make for the British terri- 
tory to the north, where there are already 
more than enough of their kith and kin. 


AT THE GUILLOTINE. 


THREE ARAB ASSASSINS EXECUTED IN THE 
PROVINCE OF ALGIERS. 

Lorpox, Oct. 8.—A triple execution which 
recently took place at Setiff, in Algiers, 
seems to have profoundly agitated the native 
population of that French province. The 
three men executed were Arabs, named 
Ali Ben-Baziz, Amar Ben-Kassi and Ali Net- 
boud!i, and their crime was the assasination 
on Dec. 6, 1890, of the Governor of the mim 
tary post of Setiff, Pierre Aucia. The men 
were condemned by the court of Oonstantine, 
and a petition of mercy that they made 
was rejected. They were sentenced to death 
by the guillotine, and on the morning of the 
execution at 4o0’clock there assembled in the 
market place, where the guillotine had been 
erected, a crowd of upwards of 8,000 persons, 
composed principally ol Arabs and Kabyls. 

The condemned men bore themselves with 
much firmness and refused to take either 
coffee or tobacco which were offered them. 
Netboudi and Kassi conversed for some time 
with the Mostein present but Netboudi re- 
fused, Netboudi and Kassi died smiling and 
calling upon Allah and Mahomet. Basis, 
who saw his two accomplices guillotined, 
with a smile on his lips showed remarkable 
fortitude. The triple execution only took 
nine minutes in all for the completion, and 
was free from any of those horrible and 
sensational incidents which so often accom- 
pany executions by hanging here and in 
America. 

The men executed were very much of the 
same type as the man Frenchy lately con 
victed tn New York of the murder of the 
woman Shakespeare. 


AFFAIRS IN CHINA. 


FEARS THAT A REBELLION WILL BREAK OUT m 
YANTZE. 

SHANGHAI, Oct. 8.—Everything appears 
quiet on the surface inthe disturbed prov 
inces, but an uneasy under current is appra- 
ent regarding the Yantze provinces, where it 
is feared that a rebellion will eventually 
break out. Examinations everywhere are 
concluded, and students have quietly dis. 
persed, thus forthe moment giving tempo- 
rary relief to the strained situation. The 
treaty ports are considered perfectly safe on 
account of the presence of foreign war 
vessels. Two ships of the Viceroy Li have 
arrived here. The remainder are expected 
in a few days. Their purpose in coming here 
and their intentions are uncertain. This un- 
certainty has given rise to fevling of anxiety. 


BRUTAL BOGUE. 


His Fiendish Assault Upon a 18-Year-

Gladstone’s Address Outlines the 
Policy of the English Liberals. 


The Programme Not Entirely Satisfac- 
tory to Labor Leaders. 


TORY MONEY WILL BE A FACTOR IN 
THE NEXT ELECTION. 


The Judicious Placing of Bribes Relied on 
to Win Seats in Parliament-Home 
Rule for Ireland to Be the Main Issue— 
The Proposed Abolition of the House 
of Lords Arouses the Peers—John 
Bright’s Conviot—Telephone Service— 
London Topics. 


Lonpow, Oct. 8.—The chief event of interest 
during the past week has been the long an- 
ticipated great federation meeting at New- 
castle. This meeting was viewed with al. 
mostas much interest, if not with greater 
concern, by capitalists and the leading pol- 
iticians of the country than by the laboring 
element itself. The fact that it servedas an 
opportunity for the appearance of Mr. Glad - 
stone would of itself make the occasion one 
of great political importance, but when the 
enormous attendance, enthusiasm and inter- 
est displayed are taken into consideration it 
will be seen how important an event it was. 
Mr. Gladstone appeared remarkably well. 
While some of his remarks have been 
slightly disappointing to the trades union- 
ists and the Labor party, and were certainly 
not as enthusiastic as the leaders of these 
factors would have wished, the general 
tenor of his eloquent speech was, on the 
whole, acceptable, and his advocacy of the 
payment of salaries to members of the Com- 
mons, carried out the already openly-ex- 
pressed wish of the delegates on this point. 
Mr. Gladstone’s suggestion that the eight- 
hour question should be allowed to rest until 
it could be more thorougly discused and be 
framed so as to benefit. not alone the 
larger trades,but the working people as well, 
seems, on the whole, to be generally ap- 
proved. 

Already there are signs which go to show 
that Mr. Gladstone’s moderate views, as ex- 
pressed by him, have borne fruit. Ben Tillet 
has stated that the first draft of the platform 
forthe People’s party is too socialistic in 
tone, and that it will only do harm if carried

The general results of the meeting cannot 
yet, of course, be determined. It is clearly 
to be seen that there are some pvints upon 
which it is going to be difficult for the Labor 
and Liberal leaders to agree, and as the Lib- 
eral party is still largely dependent upon the 
former element, unless there can be har- 
mony of action upon all points, the Liberal 
candidatesin some districts may be injured 
by the action and speech of special Labor 
candidates. 

The Conservatives may inthese districts 
step in and by arranging bribes for the rural 
population and thelabor extremists wrest 
away from the Liberals even someof their 
former seats. It will be impossible for the 
Liberals to accept unreservedly the platform 
ofthe Labor Extremists which provides for 
the State ownership of railways, the imme- 
diate reform of the poor laws, for the State 
supply of entertainments, for a maximum 
trades union rate of wages ani Government 
contracts, and for free education even in the 
high schools. 

The Conservatives know this and work 
upon the factso thatthe rural population 
and the labor element are much more inter- 
ested in their own immediate affairs than in 
the Liberal war cries of home rule in Ireland 
and disestablishment of the church in Wales 
and Scotland. 

The Shipping Federation in its effort to sup- 
ply non-union men in consequence of the un- 
certainiy as to the conduct of the union 
laborers, finds itself confronted with a prob- 
able dockers’ strike of large proportions. 
Halfa million of men, combined in forty 
trade unions, have agreed to support the 
wharf men and union laborers on docks in 
their threatened strike. Itis quite possible 
that the strike may extend to other ports 
than London and may in time yet affect 
the trades unionists’ chances at the general 
election and bear upon the next great polit- 
ical contest at the polls. 

To say that aristocratic circles are as- 
tounded by the demand in the Liberal Fed- 
eration for the abolition of the House of 
Lords, is to put it mildly. The public 
delaration that the Upper House shal 


be done away with was discussed last 
night as nothing short of treason, and it 
was amusing toseethe admiralsand gener- 
als fretting and fuming over the daring im- 


pudence of the common people 
who thus andertook to assail 
one of the cherished institutions of 
the monarchy.

IN THE LEAD OF NATIONS. 


GLADSTONE’S ADDRESS IN REPLY TO THE MAYOR 
OF NEWCASTLE. 

NEWCASTLE, Oct. 8. — The Town Hall here to- 
day presented a most animated spectacle, the 
occasion being the presentation of the free - 
dom of the city to Mr. Gladstone. Early as 10 
o’clock the immense building was packed 
everywhere possible, and color was lent to 
the scene by the presence of many ladies 
who almost equaled the gentiemen in 
numbers. In addition to the members 
of Parliament, who had taken part in the 
proceedings of the NatfOnal Liberal Federa- 
tion, there was also present upon the plat 
form to-day Lord „eminent as an 
engineer and as the inventor of the Arm- 
strong gun; the Rt. Bey. Ernest Roland Wu - 
berforce, Bishop of Newcastle; Sir Isaac 
Lowthian Bell,and a majority of the corpora- 
tion of Newcastle. 

As Mr. Gladstone entered the hall, accom- 
panied by the Mayor and Mayoress of New- 
castle and Mr. John Moriey, the immense 
audience rose to its feetand greeted him with 
prolonged and enthusiastic cheering. Mr. 
Gladstone and his party proceeded to the 
platform, and when order had been restored 
the Mayor arose and delivered a long eulogy of 
the life and work or Mr. Gladstone, in the 
course of which he declared that 
Newcastle did itself donor in honoring the 
great Liberal leader. He then presented Mr. 
Gladstone with the parchment maki g hima 
citizen of Newcastle, and the latter signed 
his name tothe list of Burgesses or freemen 
ofthe city. Then, addressing the vast audi- 
ence, Mr. Gladstone spoke in praise of the 
principle of local self government. Later, 
in referring to free trade, Mr. Gladstone said: 


Our children and Kinsmen in Amer- 
ica, to whom we have looked, 
and might still look, to teach 


as many a useful legislative lesson, have set 
us in this matter an example of a retrograde 
nation. 

They have thought for a moment, though 
I believe only fora moment, that the secret 
of prosperity was to be found in fixing by the 
government the channels in which enterprise 
should run and the forms iu which ingenuity 
should be exercised.’’ 

Continuing, Mr. Gladstone said he hoped 
that. in the long run, both England ana 
America would be influenced by the example 
and triumphs oftheir immediate predeces- 
sors. 

England among the great nations of the 
world, Mr. Gladstone remarked, ‘‘had de- 
come almost the solitary witness of the prin- 
ciples of freedom as applied to trade, as she 
has long been in Europe the solitary witness 
of freedom of social ana political institu- 

1 to her task as 
pottical freedom 


and in time others followed her example. 

Had England been abashec by authority 
or overborne by the examples of other coun- 
tries, the English people would not have been 
at this moment free. But she persevered in 
her work and the world has been content to 
tread in her steps. 

That stewardship in regard to freedom in 
general we have now in regard to commerce. 
We are again being tested as to whether 
we shall be firm or not firm to our 
convictions; whether the time passed in 
finding a solution for a great economical 
problem has been wasted and applied to a 
great and beneficial work; whether free 
trade has been a triumph not only for the 
capitalist but for the workman whose wages 
have thereby been increased 40 per cent. 

As England, Mr. Gladstone said in con- 
clusion, ‘‘had been true to political freedom, 
he hoped that they would be true to their 
vocation; that It might be recorded that, 
in establishing the rights of industry, En- 
giana, the standard-bearer of nations, had 
taught them the safe, just and honorable 
way to durable prosperity.’’ [Enthusiastic 
cheers. |

THE TELEPHONE 
BRIGHT—CLUB GOSSIP. 

Loypon, Oct. 8.—Attention has been di- 
rected tothe present unsatisfactory condi- 
tion of the telephone service in this country

THE SUEZ CANAL. 


ENGLAND MUST FIND A NEW HIGHWAY TO 
IN DI. 

Lonpown, Oct. 3.—Some excitement and a 
very marked sensation has been caused here 
by the startling report made by Lord Chartes 
Beresford, who lately spent considerable 
time in a careful inspection of the Suez 
Canal. His report says that in time of 
war the canal could easily be rendered use- 
less, and goes so far as to supplement this by 
saying it will not only be useless, but a dan- 
gerous element if counted uponas one of 
England's resources. 

Lord Charles shows that at one point on the 
canal where the banks are rockya small 
quantity of dynamite would blow the mass 
of rock intothe channel and make it impas- 
sable. He points out that this might be done 
at a critical moment and in such 
a way that the British troop ships would find 
themselves caught and unable to get out at 
either end. For this reason Lord Beresford 
holds thatthe Cape route must be regarded 
asthe real line of communication in the 
event of European war. 

Somewhat in connection with this subject, 
and suggestive in its way, the fact is com- 
mented upon that the British regiment re- 
turning to England from China next month 
is to make the trip eastward by way of Canada. 
This will be the first practical test of Great 
Britain’s military highway eastward across 
America and the result is looked for with 
much interest. Lord Salisbury evidently 
considers the report onthe Suez Canal to be 
worthy of consideration, for he has stated 
that he regards this American route to be of 
inestimable value in case of trouble in India.

Boulanger’s Remains Borne to the 
Tomb at Brussels. 


Ten Thousand People View the Funeral 
Procession. 


NOISY DEMONSTRATION QUELLED BY 


THE POLICE. 


Dramatic Scene in the Country Over the 
Casket Containing the Body of the Sol- 
dier—The General’s Relatives in New 
Orleans Died in Poverty-He Was the 
Last of His Line. 


BRUSSELS, Oct. The funeral of Gen. 
Boulanger took place to-day. An immense 
crowd of people assembled hours before the 
time fixed by the interment ceremonies 
in front and about the late residence of the 
dead soldier inthe Rue Montoyer. A large 
crowd was expected, and the local 
authorities had taken precautions 
to provide an imposing police 
force for this emergency, but 
as the hour for starting the procession 
drew near, it was seen thatthe number of 
policemen present was far from suf- 
ficient for the purpose of main- 
taining order. Reinforcements were 
sent for, but though the 
extra force soon arrived, the police, as the 
coffin was brought out of the hotel, proved 
entirely unequal to keeping the crushing, ex- 
cited throngs in anything like decent order. 
Consequently the sergeants de ville had to 
call upon the gendarmes mounted andon 
foot to assist them in controlling the mobs. 
The gendarmes did so and were compelled to 
make a number of arrests before order could 
be restored. 

The coffin of the unfortunate General was 
covered with hundreds of floral wreaths tied 
with  tri-colored ribbons, and mostly 
sent by his political admirers and 
in addition there were a number of tri-color 
flags festooned about and drapped around the 
casket containing the remains of the once 
popular idol of a large section ofthe French 
people. 

The funeral was witnessed by fully 100,000 
people. The crowd resembied nothing so 
much asthe throng which gathers in Paris 
when there is to bea guillotining. The peo- 
ple laughed and chatted gaily, joking freely 
about the career of the dead General. 

Vast crowds of persons congregated along 
the route traversed by the cortege of Gen. 
Boulanger. A decorous silence was observed 
by the throngs as the nearse passed on its 
way to the last resting place of the famous 
general, and most of the persons in the 
crowds uncovered ‘their heads. At the 
entrance to the cemetery the advance of 
the funeral procession was delayed by the 
actions of a mob, which had gathered at 
that place and were roughly crowding about 
the gates, seeking admittance to the grave- 
yard to witness last scenes in the life 
of Gen. Boulanger. The gendarmes who 
were detailed for duty at the cemetery, after 
considerable exertion, succeededin clearing 
a passage for the funeral procession,and the 
grave was at length reached. The coffin was 
then taken from the hearse and lowered 
intothe grave. There were no religious 
services whatever and no speeches 
were made. The only ceremony, if cere- 
mony it may be called, was performed by 
Deroulede, who, taking up a tricolor, put the 
flAag to his lips and taen placed it on the 
coffin, at the same time exclaiming, ‘‘Fare- 
well, my friend.’’ 

This wasthe only incident worthy of note 
in connection with the interment. When the 
earth had been thrown on the coffin and the 
sods above the grave arranged by the ceme- 
tery employes, the friends of the dead Gen- 
eral quietly left the cemetery and returned 
to their homes. 


DIED IN POVERTY. 


GEN. BOULANGER’S RELATIVES WHO FORMERLY 
LIVED IN NEW ORLEANS. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., Oct. 8.—The death of 
Gen. Boulanger recalls to mind the visit he 
anda party of other distinguished French- 
men made to this city some years ago. They 
arrived in New Orleans on Thursday, Dec. 15, 
1881, in a special car via. the Illinois Central 
Railway, and were met at the corner of St. 
Joseph and St. Charles streets bya com 
mittee of citizens appointed for that pur- 
poge, and the Continental Guards. In the 
party were Gen. Boulanger, Col. Bossan, 
Maj. De Pusey, Capt. Dele Chere, Capt. De

Sufters for His Crimes. 

HAVANA, Cuba, Oct. 3.—Eustasie Mendez 
Rey, the kidnapper, who was arrested at 
Calbarien, and who was convicted and sen- 
tenged to death, was shot to-day at La Cabana 
Castle, which is situated across the bay 
from the City of Havana. Rey was 
a  well-Known resident of Calba- 
rien and he held the position

Close of 6 Successful Fall Mecting at 


THE FOOTINGS ON THE CREDIT SIDE OF 
. THE LEDGER. 


Thirty-One Days of Racing at the Ten- 
tucky Track—Change of Base to Nor - 
ris Park-The Gentlemen's Driving 
Clab- Summaries of Results at the 
Leading Tracks—Horse Notes. 


Gemar, O., Oct, 8.—To-day closed the 
most successful fall meeting and the largest 
ever held at the Latonia racetrack. There 
were thirty-one days of running races and 
184 races. The average number of entries to 
ench race was about six horses. Two-thirds 
of the races were for a distance of a mile or 
more. Six bundred and twenty horses were 
stabled in and near the grounds during the 
meeting. Twenty-two bookmakers, 
auction pool stand, one combination 
stall and two outside bookmakers 
who took small bets down to 
as low as one dollar furnished the betting 
facilities. The lowest that the regular book- 
makers would take m the way of betting was 
2. The betting inthe main, as offered by 
bookmakers, was for the winner and for first 
or second. Three or four bookmakers modi- 
fied this by taking bets on first and on frst, 
second or third. In nearly all the races the 
entries were so well classed as to render the 
favorite a very uncertain quantity. The rec- 
ord of the races will show the favorite as 
often loser as winner. The meeting has also 
been characterized by good starts and close 
finishes. Among the jockeys J. Porter and 
Pat Freeman had the greatest number of 
mounts, Each rode in even 140 races 
and each rode winner in about 
per cent of his mounts and rode 
either second or third in over 385 per cent of 
these mounts. Bunn, who was suspended 
for recklessness, did not rideso often, but 
showed a big per centof winning mounts. 
Penny, also a late comer, showed up a big 
per cent of winning mounts, and the same 

be said of Parkinson, who started in 

late but made a good showing. Porter’s 
forte seemed to bein short races, from five 
furlongsto half a mile, and Freeman dis- 
played superior tactics In races of a mile or 
mile or over. The bookmakers this fall were 
very cautious, and they have made money. 
They were anything but liberal in making 
odds, and in the case of favorites very often 
made no offer for place betting. They have 
come of rich from this fall meeting, though 
they were losers in the spring. 
The season, thatis, the two meetings, have 
been a harvest for the Jockey Club. In the 
first place they received in round numbers 
$85,000 from the bookmakers for betting priv- 
lieges, $18,000 for beer and restaurant priv- 
lleges, and the gate receipts at the two meet- 
ings have not been less than $107,000, which 
will make $210,000, the gross receipts for the 
year, including spring and autumn. This will 
leave a neat net profit. So great has been the 
success this year that the directors contem- 
plate giving fifteen weeks’ races next year, 
instead of seven weeks. Their expenses are 
not enormous. Over thirty-five police, in- 
cluding detectives, are on the grounds by day 
and less than half adozen by night. The 
starter, J. G. Sheridan, gets $100 a day, and 
Mr. Merrell, hig assistant, gets $25 per day. 
while the flagman gets 810. An 
orchestra plays every day with 
not less than twenty-five pieces. 
There are other expenses incident to the 
races, and there are also the club-house bar 
and restaurant, alsoincident tothe races 
which are sources of revenue. Expenses of 
repairs and improvements during the year 
have also to be considered alon th that of 
care of the grounds. A few additional stables 
will have to be built during the present fall 
and winter.

STING REPORT OF THE SPECIAL 
GOVERNMENT AGENT. 


Barbar io Gratitude Finds Expression in 
the Universal Tongue—Touching Scenes 
on the Arrival of the Supposed Dead— 
Some Queer Experiences—A Paradise 
Under the Southern COross—a Great 
Newspaper Com plimented. 

New YORK, Oct. 8.—The staff correspond - 
ent ot the WORLD who was appointed a special 
agent of the Government to convey safely to 
their distant homes the Samoan natives res- 
cued from slavery to a showman in New York 
py the Won, has made his report 
to the Treasury Department, from which 
nis commission came. He was both surprised 
and gratified at the intense personal interest 
shown in his report by every official con- 
nected with the Department. Gen. A. B. 
Nettleton, the Assistant Secretary of 
the Treasury, declared that the 
story of the return of the 
natives was one of the most 
pathetic and interesting that he had ever 
heard and he congratulated the WoORLD upon 
the great success of its generous and philan- 
thropic enterprise. Secretary Foster was too 
much engaged to listen to a verbal report, 
but he. too, personally congratulated the cor- 
respondent on the success of his mission as 
an agent of the Government. 

The arrangements for the retarn of the 
natives by the Government had originally 
been made by Gen. Nettleton and Secretary 
Foster requested him to receive the report. 

EAGER TO HBAR THE STORY. 

A have read the published story, Gen. 
Nettleton said, ‘‘but I want you to 
tell me all about how the poor fellows were 
recetved, and how you were treated by the 
natives. All that I have read about the pub- 


lished reports has deepened my interest in 
the Samoans asarace. Oome in my private 
room and tell me all about it. 

„Can't I come in and hear it, too,“ asked 
Miss Moran, the General’s stenographer. 1. 
too, have felt a deep interest in the story. 

‘Certainly, you can, the General replied. 

Just then Mrs. Johnson, the wife of 
Gen. Nettleson’s handsome private secre- 
tary, came in, and both Mr. and Mrs. 
Johnson declared that they were as much in- 
terested as anybody in the Samoan story. 

‘‘Couldn’t they hear it, too?“ 

‘Why, certainly,“ the General said. Even 
Mr. Wynne, Secretary Foster’s Private sec- 
retary, came in at intervals ofa few min 
utes. 

“When the ship reached Tutuila,’’ the 
agent correspondent went on to relate, 
* horde of semi-nude natives 
came clambering over the side 
of the steamer to sell trinkets to 
the passengers. It was a clear, but very 
dark night, and the black bodies of the sav- 
ages, freshly annointed with cocoanut oil, 
shone in the glare of the electric 
lights on the  0brilliantly illuminated 
deck. Iwas standing near the companion- 
way over the side, with Tasita, Mua, Foi and 
Ema close dy, waiting for a small boat 
from shore. We were then two 
or three miles from land. Tasita’s 
brother was among the savages on deck, and 
when he was recognized there was great ex- 


citement among the natives, who 
all rushed to the spot. 
The natives hugged, kissed and 


cried over the rescued men, whom they had 
given up for dead. It wasn’t altogether 
pleasant, for cocoanut oll becomes rancid 
quickly, and the odor would shamea sewer. 
Presently we went into a large canoe andthe 
steamer quickly passed out of sight around 
the West Cape. 

It was very tiresome in that boat full of 
nearly naked barbarians, but no one could 
have failed to be impressed with the 
beauty of the scene. The sea 
was full of phosphorescent fre and the 
stars seemed wonderfully brilliant. One 
never fully appreciates the glory of the 
heavens until he looks upward from the ship 
at sea inthe tropics. Shooting stars were 
crossing and re-crossing each other’s 
pathway. The Southern cross looomed 
up like a great beacon of hopein the south. 
On shore were dlasing fires to guide the 
natives through the treacherous reefs toa 
safe landing. As we neared the iand we 
could Se the dark forms of 
men and women moving about among 
the tall cocoanut palms. I was the only 
white person in the ~ boat and 
there were none but barbarians on 
the shore. The surroundings were 
such as to make mea bit timorous, as well 
as lonesome, but, as I found, there was no 
real reason for fear. 

GREETED AS A HERO. 

We landed at the village of Poloa, on the 
west shore of Tutinla. Tasita told the natives 
on shore that I had rescued him and his com- 
panions and I was surrounded bya great 
crowd ofthem. It was exceedingly dark un- 
der the heavy foliage which extends down to 
the water’s edge. Naked men and women 
came near and put their faces very close 
to mine so they might be able to see my feat- 
ures. I hope I looked better to them than 
they did to me. Among the women was 
a sister of Manogi, the war chief, 
who was desperately in with consump- 
tion when we left New York, and who died 
on the way across the continent. When 
Tasita told her that I had tried to 
save her brother, and when he died 
had buried him with the honors due 
to a brave man, she kneeled on the 
broken coral, and, seizing my hand, wept 
Over itforalong time, Seeing her grief the 
other natives kept silent. It was a 
strange scene. The kneeling and 
weeping woman, the indistinct forms of 
the savages in groups all around, the waving 
ofthe great palms, the roar of the sea and 
the flashing of the curling surf on the coral 
reefs—it wasall impressive to one who had 
just stepped upon the shore, as it were, 
direct from civilization. 

A PARDON GRANTED. 

The three natives were afraid to go to 
Apia at once, fearing they would be shot for 
having gone away in disobedience to the 
Orders of the King. 80 1 set out 
alone with Ema on the little sea schooner. 
Ema was a beautiful but destitute Samoan 
woman whom I had encountered in San Fran- 
cisco and whose passage home had been 
paid by the passengers of the Monowai. 
We reached Apia in due season and Malietoa 
gladly gave me a pardon for the de- 
serters, who, he said, had . suffered 
enough, But he wanted to talk to the men, 
and a few days later I set out for Tutulla to 
bring them to Apia. They came and 
the King gave them some good advice. 
He expressed gratitude to the United States

FACTS ABOUT THE PRISON 
MANAGEMENT. 


The Hardest Characters in the Jail Al- 
lowed Unusual Privileges — Deputy 
Fitzgerald Protests His Innocence and 
Tells an Interesting Story—-Women 
Suspected of Aiding the Prisoners. 


As the investigation into the jail delivery of 
Friday afternoon progresses, it becomes in- 
teresting by bringing to light the rather loose 
system of discipline under which the St.

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LAW AND PRECEDENT. 

In Woolsey’s ‘‘International Law’’ on 
the subject of the rights, privileges and 
immunities of ambassadors the following 
statement is made: ‘‘It is now admitted 
that if a transgressor, not of the ambassa- 
dor’s train, takes refuge in his premises 
he can be demanded by the local author- 
ities, and, if not delivered up, can be 
searched for and seized within the hotel, 
for which purpose such foree in breaking 
doors open and the like may be used, as is 
necessary for his apprehension.’’ 

In point of this rule the case of Mr. 
GUIDEKENS, the British Ambassador at 
Stockholm, is cited. A transgressor 
against the Swedish laws took refuge in 
the Ambassador’s residence and the 
authorities of Sweden demanded him, and 
upon the Minister claiming the right of 
asylum, and that no force could be used 
against the house of a foreign minister, a 
guard of police was placed around his 
dwelling and he was forced to surrender 
the offender under threats. The British 
Government not only did not regard this 
action of the Swedish authorities as an in- 
sult, but upon the request of the Swedish 
Government recalled the Minister whose 
conduct had caused the hostile demon- 
stration. 

If the EGAN case had been tried in 
court, a decision from the bench could not 
have more clearly laid down the law and 
the precedent to fitit than is contained in 
this extract from one of the highest au- 
thorities on international law. It shows 
that the conduct of Minister EGan in pro- 
tecting Chilian law-breakers within his 
residence is wholly unwarrantable and 
that he, and not the Chilian authorities, 
who placed a guard around his house, is 
the offender. His action and its conse- 
quences, so far from demanding support 
for him and resentment against Chili are 
merely additional reasons for his recall. 
It demonstrates also that the President in 
endeavoring to follow a jingo policy under 
the lead of such a minister, is running the 
risk of placing the United States in a ridie- 
ulous and humiliating attitude.

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A SUCCESSFUL MAN. 


A few days ago WILLIAM ALLEN, an old 
man 86 years of age, was taken to an Ohio 
poor-house and there left to end his days 
asapauper. Such an event is not usually 
thought worthy of comment, but in Mr. 
ALLEN’s case there are circumstances 
which may be termed extraordinary. He 
was known as Land Bill’’ AA, the 
epithet having been earned fifty years ago 
when he began the agitation for the na- 
tional homestead law. In furthering this 
project Mr. ALLEN visited every State in 
the Union, gave lectures, wrote letters to 
the newspapers and in many other ways 
forced the necessity of such a law upon the 
attention of the people. The result was 
the homestead act, whereby évery settler 
was granted 160 acres out of the public do- 
main. This law, one of the wisest and 
most beneficent ever passed by any Legis- 
lature, is the result of this old pauper’s 
untiring energy. Mr. ALLEN afterward 
procured the passage of exemption laws in 
Ohio, whereby poor debtors were saved 
from utter destitution. 

But notwithstanding all this, he is in 
the poor-house. No doubt he was s 
*‘oranky’’ and thriftless fellow, else he 
would never have become a pauper. If he 
had served himself with half the seal he 
served others, he would not now be eating 
thin soup and sleeping on a hard bed. He 
was so busy with other people’s affairs that 
he had no time to attend to his own; and 
he suffers the consequences of his unbusi- 
nesslike habits. In short, he was an 
addle-pated old fool, totally lacking in 
the wisdom of this world. This will be 
the judgment of all sensible people. 

And yet Mr. ALLEN was a successful

undertook, for his incarceration in the 
poor-house'ls onlya trifling though dis- 
agreeable incident in his career. He is 
called a pauper, but he will leave 
this world humanity’s creditor. Tried 
by a standard finer and clearer 
than that of common sense, he 
is one who has found his life by losing it. 
He honored the best impulses of his 
nature, obeyed their mandates and re- 
alized in his work an idea which was not 
sordid or ignoble. It is not necessary to 
ascribe any great disinterestedness, for 
like all fervent men the promptings of his 
heart were so imperative that not to act 
upon them were to deprive himself of the 
only satisfaction he could find in Ute. 
Without this satisfaction his would have 
deen a maimed existence not worth the 
cost. It was in thus understanding his 
own needs that he showed consummate 
wisdom, and in sacrificing the animal to 
the man displayed that noble selfishness 
which distinguishes men who see only 
what is right to do and are unable to see 
anything else. He deserves honor, not 
pity; sympathy, not charity. The debt 
cannot be paid in hard cash or thin soup, 
but in the respect and love which is the 
due of those rare spirits whose occasional 
appearance in this rugged world makes 
life sweeter, brighter, better worth living. 


A PERNICIOUS POWER. 


The old argument for the concession of 
the unlimited power of discrimination in 
rates to railroads is still presented to us in 
corporation organs every day. The argu- 
ment is that the chartered carrier, the 
transportation agency established by the 
Government and endowed by it with the 
power of eminent domain and the power 
of taxation, ought to have the same power 
of discriminating between shippers and 
between shipping points that a merchant 
has in pricing goods to large buyers and 
small buyers. 

Itisa specious argument that ignores 
the broad distinction between the mer- 
chant and the public agent. The public 
has claims against the latter which can- 
not be set up against the former. The 
merchant can put any price the market 
will bear on his goods, give them away to 
some customers and refuse to let others 
have them at any price, or close his doors 
and let them rot on his shelves. But the 
railroad is to such an extent public prop- 
erty and a public agency that it cannot 
be permitted any such latitude of dis- 
cretion. It owes the publica service, can 
be forced to perform it, and should be 
forced to perform it equitably, because 
whatever wrong it inflicts upon individ- 
uals or places is by permission and aid 
from the Government and therefore in a 
large sense involves the Government as a 
particeps criminis. 

We believe with Mr. A. B. Sri of 
the Chicago, St. Paul & Kansas City road, 
that the power of discrimination now per- 
mitted to irresponsible railroad managers 
isthe most dangerous, destructive and des- 
potic power that has ever been intrusted to 
the plutocrats of any age or nationality 
under any form of government. The robber 
barons of the dark ages were petty poten- 
tates by the side of ours, and their plunder 
was petty larceny compared with the booty 
of our great operators. 

Infthe words of Mr. SrickKNEy, their 
power ‘‘takes from the poor and gives to 
the rich; from the many and gives to the 
few. It does not permit menin the ordi. 
nary walks of life fairly to compete with 
one another. At the command of a favor- 
ite it drives multitudes of men from their 
chosen vocations and independent busi- 
ness pursuits, thereafter to occupy 
positions as clerks and employes; 
while the favorite (of the railroad 
rate-maker) becomes rich they become 
poor. It affects the value of real estate, 
making that of farms and village property 
in non-competitive districts less and in- 
creasing that of competitive districts. It 
affects the value of personal property, 
making it greater in the hands of large 
shippers, who are granted cut rates, than 
in the hands of small shippers, who are not 
thus favored. * * By congesting pop- 
ulation it indirectly promotes disease, ig- 
norance and crime. It destroys independ- 
ent occupations and forces the whole peo- 
ple into classes—employers and employes, 
masters and servants, autocrats and me- 
nials, akin to sla ves. 
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Tug sixth report of the special in vesti- 
gationg committee of the Civil Service Re- 
form League is a remarkable document. 
The committee is composed of gentlemen 
of the best character who are conservative 
fn their views, careful in their expressions 
and who never go off at half cock. What they 
say about the census is startling and dis- 
couraging. It can no longer be said that 
the attacks on MR.

MINERS ENTOMBED. 


An Explosion of Gas in the Richmond 
Colliery. 


ONE MAN KILLED OUTRIGHT AND THREE 
. OTHERS FATALLY INJURED. 


Seven Men Imprisoned Behind a Wall of 
Rock—The Schooner Frank Perew Lost 
in Lake Superior — Six of the Crew 
Drowned—An Explosion of Giant Pow- 
der—A Horrible Fate.

GIANT POWDER EXPLODES, 


WRECKING FIFTY HOUSES AT A MINE NEAR 
BUTTE, MONT. 

Burr, Mont., Oct. 8.—Six boxes of giant 
powder exploded in the hoisting house of the 
Ground Squirrel mine yesterday evening. 
About fifty houses were more or less dam- 
aged. Though many were more or less hurt, 
no lives have been lost, so far as learned. 
Mrs. Anne Politch and child are seriously im- 
jured by fiying debris, the mother perhaps 
fatally. Mike Adams, who was walking 
thirty yards away, was knocked down and 
is insensible with concussion of the brain. A 
Miner at the bottom of the shaft of the 
Ground Squirrel was struck and fatally m- 
jured by the fall of a bucket.

meadow lark, ploverand doves, Aug. 1 to 
Feb. 1; woodcock, July 1 to Jan. 10. There is 
no closed season in this State on water fowl 
Ot any kind. In Illinois the quail season opens 
Oct. land continues to Dec. 1 only. Ruffed 
grouse, partridge and pheasant shooting is 
also allowed only during the same dates. 
Prairie chicken opens Sept. 15, continuing to 
Nov. 1; deer and wild turkey, Sept. 1 to Jan. 
1; woodcock, July 16 to Sept. 15, and wild 
duck, geese, brant, swan and all other water 
fowl from Sept. 15 to April 15. A number of 
St. Louis hunting organizations have 
their headquarters down in Arkansas 
which is a regular paradise to sportsmen, es- 
pecially so to hunters. The professional 
hunter has been getting his work in there for 
some time, andthe last Legisiature passed 
several additional amendmentsto the State 
game laws, the most im portant of which was 
one that prevents the exportation from the 
State for six years from last January of deer, 
wild turkey, prairie chicken, quail and snipe. 
Of course, this does not prevent the St. Louis 
hunter from going down and shooting all he 
wants. but he cannot, under any 
circumstances, bring back evidences of his 
success. On the contrary, a hunter who comes 
home with stories of what he has done, but 
never brings substantial evidence of same, has 
fullswing to tell stories with no limit to 
them under the new law. None of the St. 
Louis sports who go down regularly to Ar- 
kansas have been heard complaining, and 
about the only thing that can be said against 
the new state of affairs is that the game 
dealers will suffer.

DR. BLACK’S AFFECTING ADDRESS TO 
HIS FORMER PARISHIONERS. 


/ 


What Was Put in the Corner-Stone—His- 
tory of the Cumberland Ohuroh—Dr. 
Carradine’s Initial Appearance at the 
First Church—S8t. George’s New Con- 
gregation—General Religious News. 


Yesterday was a great day in the history of 
Cumberland Presbyterianismin St. Louis, it 
being the time fixed for the laying of the 
corner-stone of their magnificent new 
church now in course of erection at the 


southwest corner of Lucas and Channing av- 
enues. The chapel of the church was filled 
to overfiowing with members and friends 
ofthe congregation, who had gathered to 
witness the interesting exercises. Rev. B. 
P. Fullerton, the pastor ofthe church, had 
charge of the ceremonies, and after appro- 
priate music, introduced the first speaker, 
Rev. Dr. C. H. Bell, President 
of the Board of Missions of the Cumber 
land Church. Dr. Bell was the founder of 
the present congregation and its first pastor. 
His address began with a brief review of the 
rise and early struggles of the church in St. 
Louls. He referred to the efforts that had 
been made first in 1848, and again in 1865, to 
plant a church in this city, both of which 
had failed. The last effort of the denomina- 
tion to gain a foothold in the city was begun 
in 1872, and the present structure promises to 
be the crowning monument ofall these years 
of labor and sacrifice. The speaker reviewed 
the history of the congregation from its 
origin down to 1881, at which time he ceased 
to be its pastor, and closed his address 
with some very wholesome remarks on the 
object and purposes of church buildings and 
an earnest admonition to the members to 
press onward the good work until their build- 
ing was completed and out of debt. 

President W. H. Black, D. D., of Missouri 
Valley College, was next introduced and gave 
a stirring address. He was pastorof the 
church from 1881 to 1890, and it was largely 
through hisefforts that the present enter- 
prise was inaugurated. When he referred to 
his former connection with the church and 
the inception of the new building, together 
withthe struggles necessary to its realiza- 
tion, many of his old flock were moved to 
tears. Dr. Black was eloquent at times, 
and his address had a telling effect 
upon his hearers. After the regular 
programme had been completed, the 
audience adjourned to that part of the 
bullding where the large marble corner- stone 
was suspended by a derrick ready to be 
swung into position. A copper box, contain- 
ing church records, confession of faith, a 
revised edition of the Bible, church papers 
and periodicals, together withacopy of the 
POST-DISPATCH, was placed within the re- 
ceptacie andthe main stone lowered to its 
place. The Rev. B. P. Fullerton, with his 
own hands placed the stone fin position and 
pronounced the formal words declaring the 
building dedicated to the worship of God 
according tothe practice of the denomina.- 
tion.

The Ohilian Insurgents Fought 
for Buccess. 


Gen. Olserreca Overestimated His Abil- 
ity to Crush the Enemy. 


THE LOYALTY OF BALMACEDA’S 80 
DIERS UNDERMINED. 


Return of the Revolting Squadron to Quin- 
tero Bay—Wholesale Desertion of the 
Government Troops to the Opposition— 
The Rebels’ March on Valparaiso— 
How the Insurgents Won Their Last 
and Decisive Victory—Surrender of 
Santiago Without Terms—Excellent 
Behavior of the United States Naval 


Officers. 


Bpecial Correspondence SUNDAY Post-DIsPraTcu. 
VALPARAISO, Aug. 29.—After seven months 
and a halt of anxious waiting on the part of 
the Chillian population sympathizing with 
the revolt of the squadron, the latter ap- 
peared inasmall bay about eighteen miles 
north of Valparaiso and commenced the de- 
barkation of troops at daybreak on the 2ist 
of August. It bad been rumored that the 
Government had planted torpedoes in this 
bay, which is called Quintero Bay, but the 
revolting squadron found no evidence of any 
and it is not likely that they were ever placed 
The Government had a telegraph 


there. 
wire to this point, however, and a single 
operator, who warned the authorities at 


Santiago in time to enable them to com- 
mence the concentration of troops at once. 
During the forenoon Admiral Brown heard 
the report, but all the news previously 
received had been so untrustworthy that he 
deemed it his duty to proceed to Quintero 
Bay and satisfy himself, so as totake suitable 
precautions for the protection of the United 
States Consulate in Valparaiso and such other 
interests as might require his attention. 


The flagship San Francisco accordingly 
put to sea about 1 o’clock 
and passing the Esmeralda slowly 


steaming back and forth about seven miles 
outside. She reached Quintero Bay about 3 
o’clock and, entering, stopped near the 
armored cruiser, Almirante Coch rane, which 
was anchored furthest to seaward. Inside 
and near the beach were eight transports, 
steamers which run up and down the coast 
in ordinary times, and between them and the 
Cochrane were two corvettes placed. to pro- 
tectthe landing, if necessary, with their 
guns. Large, flat-bottomed launches were 
passing between the ships and shore, land- 
ingeach about fifty men, who got very wet 
in the operation, owing to the low free- 
board of the launches, the short 
choppy sea prevailing, and the bad beach, 
Many men, mounted and on foot, could be 
seen on the beach and occupying the adjacent 
hills. It was calculated by every one that 
the force must number about nine thousand 
men, end this estimate has proved to be cor- 
rect. Having satisfied himself that the land- 
ing was a real one and not a feint, and as the 
flagship of the expedition made no offer to 
send a boat, Admiral Brown turned about 
and returned to his anchorage in Valparaiso, 


communicating the facts at once to 
the Navy Department. The Govern- 
ment at Santiago lost no time 


inthe concentration of troops intending to 
place 20,000 men ona line of hills extending 
from a fort in the suburbs of Valparaiso, 
called Fort Callao, inan easterly direction, 
protecting the line of rallroads at Santiago. 

The division of troops in Concepcion, num 
bering about ten thousand men, was hurried 
north by rail, and it was the intention and 
the written order of President Balmaceda 
that no battie should be fought until suf- 
ficient troops were gathered on the line in- 
dicated to crus): the opposition army with- 
out any possibility of doubt. The writer 
of this has seen the autograph order to the 
Minister of War, Senor Barrados Espinosa, 
who was sent by President Balmacedato us- 
sist, na civil capacity, the general com- 
manding in the eld and to supersede him if 
the occasion should require. Gen. Olzerreca, 
commanding the Valparaiso division, pushed 
ahead with about 6,000 of his men and 1, 700 of 
the Santiago division and reached the south 
bank of the Oconcagua River late on the af- 
ternoon of the 2ist, at about the same time 


that the advance of the opposition 
forces reached the north side. 
Gen. Olgerreca’s instructions were to 


delay the enemy as mucn as possible at this 
point, which was an advantageous one for 
the Government, but on no account to bring 
ona general engagement. He wasto retire 
on the line already selected, holding the 
enemy in check as much as possible and then 
receive them with the full strength of the 
army in a strong position. 
DISOBEYED ORDERS. 

Olzerreca, however, bad the most pro- 
found contempt forthe opposition army, for 
the Mannlicher rifles and the mitrailleuses 
with which they were said to 
be armed, and expected to put them to 
route without difficulty. He attacked with a 
force of 6,700 men the greatly superior force 
ofthe enemy and was most ignominiously 
beaten, losing all his artillery, eighteen 
pieces, The opposition army had marched 
most of the night in wet clothes with little to 
eat. They had to ford the Oconcagua River 
at three points, which were quite deep. In 
many places the water reached the chins of 
the wadersand many were drowned in the 
passage. The left wing of the Government 

ree was near Concon Bay into which 
the Oconcagva debouches, and within reach 
of the guns of the insurgent = ships. 
hesse played a considerable part in the be. 
moralization of the troops, but the real rea- 
son for the overwhelming character of the 
defeat was the fact that the Government 
troops were disaffected. The seven months 
in garrison about Valparaiso and Santiago, 
in spite of the most vigilant care on the part 
of the Government, had resulted in having 
their loyalty thoroughly undermined by the 
constant efforts of the priests and the women 
and the probable expenditure of large sums 
Of money by the agents of the opposition. 
The fact is that, while

Battle of Concon, many men did hot figbt at 
all, and 2,000 men of the 6,700 passed over to 
theenemy and entered hisranks at once.

IGNORANT COMMANDERS. 

It should be said here that the country 
around Valparaiso for many miles is very 
ne and there are few roads. 
and deep guiches abound everywhere, mak- 
ing the passage of artillery almost impossi- 
ble, and necessitating long detours for cav- 
alry and infantry. hat is incomprehens!i- 
ble, is the fact also, that the principal 
officers of the Government army had not 
studied the topography, and really knew 
nothing in detail of the neighborhood 
outside of the few roads leading out of Vai 


raiso, Finding the position of the 
overnment forces impreganable Col. 
Canto determined to march around their 


right fank, cut the ratlroad and 2 to 
Santiago and attack Valparaiso on the side of 
Placilla, southeast of the city, that being the 
point where several good country roads con- 
verge to enter Valparaiso. Accordingly, on 
the night of the 22d, the opposition troo 
crossed the road near Quilpe, ag be t 
at that point, and proceeded le 1 — 
by a circuitous route leading well bac 


into the country to Piacilla. At this 
time the Government forces were in 
command of Gen. Barbosa, the Senior Gen- 


eral in the field, who assumed command 
after the battle of Concon. All the available 
troops of the Government were on the 
ground, to the number of 12,000 men, and the 
artillery had beenreinforced by thirty field 
and mountain pieces to make upfor the loss 
of the eighteen pieces at Concon. Balmaceda 
had kept about nine hundred men at San- 
tiago, the Fourth Regiment of the line, and 
there was a small force at Limache, which 
had been cut off from the main 
body when the railroad was cut. 
The finest division of the army, consisting 
of the three arms, was perhaps the fifth 
division, in Coguimbo, entirely separated 
from the remainder of the forces by a twenty 
— N trip at sea or a three weeks’ march by 
and. 

These soldiers, numbering 10,000 men, were 
inafine state of discipline and a six weeks’ 
constant and close observation convinced me 
that they were thoroughly loyal and enthus!- 
astic. The transport Imperiale, belonging to 
the Government, convoyed dy the torpedo 


cutter Oondell, left the port of Val- 
araiso during the night of the 
2d, and went to Coquimbo for 


the purpose of getting two regiments of the 
Filth Division. This mission was succcess- 
fully accomplishedand the two regiments 
landed safely in Talcahuano onthe 2th and 
reached Santiago on the same day. It was 
the intention of Balmaceda to get all of the 
Fifth Division to Santiago in this way and the 
lack of careful observation on the part of the 
insurgent fleet permitted this transporta- 
tion, which one of their ships might have 
easily stopped. On the nightof the 22d the 
opposition army crossed the rall- 
road and reached the i vicinity of 
Placilla Dy the early morning of 
the 27th. They had destroyed the very Val- 
uable property of Mr. Claudino Vicuna, the 
President-elect of LasPalmas, on their way, 
and had they pushed forward more rapidly 
they might have entered Valparaiso by the 
way of Placilla unobstructed, thus losing a 
second opportunity of qeiaieg their prize 
without further loss. nen the enemy’s 
movement across the railroad was fully de- 
veloped, Gen. Barbosa, in command of the 
Government forces, declared they were go- 
ing toSantiago. The Minister of War, how- 
ever, by makinga reconnaissance in some 
force, became convinced oftheir real objec- 
tive point, and ordered Gen. Barbosa to 
move his division to Placilla to meet the en- 
emy at that int. The latter objected, 
alleging thatthe march would be fatiguing 
and useless, as Col. Canto’s force had gone 
towards Santiago. He did move finally, with 
great reluctance and delay, so that had the 
opposition General been a little more on the 
alert he could have entered Valparaiso with 
outfight. As it was, the two armies reached 
Placilla about the same time, and sat down 
to rest a day after their fatiguing march. The 
Government artillery was brought to town 
Dy rail and taken back of the city 
on the country roads to the int to be de- 
fended. The Government forces had the 
best position and should have won that 
fight, but their hearts were not in it, and the 
influence of the first defeat and the constant 
advance of the enemy destroyed the courage 
they may have had at first. The artillery 
was well placed, but not properly supported 
by the intantry, and as a matter of fact the 
Government was whipped belore the fight 
began. The cannonade commenced about 
7:30 a. m. and was distinctly audibie from the 
ships in the harbor. By 10 o’clock the whitish 
uniforms of the opposition troops were seen 
on the hilltops back of the city, and shortly 
after the German Admiral, Valois, an- 
nounced to Admiral Brown of the United 
States squadron, Admiral Parrayon of the 
French squadron and Capt. St. Clair, the 
senior English officer present, that the in 
tendente of Valparaiso, Rear Admiral Viel, 
had turned the city over to the 8 or 
the Admirals, as the Government army had 
been beaten and the opposition troops would 
shortly enter the city. The fighting had 
been sharp for a short time only. Sevy- 
eral battalions had reversed their arms, 
butts up and gone over to the enemy. The 
artillery had n captured, taken back and 
re-captured; the two Generals, Barbosa and 
Olgerreca, had been killed and the troops 
who had gone into the ranks of the opposi- 
tion had been dispersed throughout the sur- 
rounding country. 
VALPARAISO’S POPULACE EXCITED. 
The Admirals went ashore at 12:30 o’clock 
on the 28th, the day ofthe battle, and met 
the Intendente Viel in his office in the Gov- 
ernment building. The populace of Valpa- 
raiso was becoming excited and but for the 
personal interference of the Admirals in the 
streets about the square in front of 
the Intendencia, the few police and soldiers 
gathered there would have fired on the peo- 
le, who were armed and ready to fire back. 
Phere was a critical moment when it looked 
as if the Admirals and their aides might all 
be killed by the cross fires of the two parties. 
This was happily avoided, however, and 
shortly after an envoy bearing a flag of truce 
entered the square, and proceeded with great 
dificulty ol the yelling crowd tothe 
Intendencia. There he made a demand for 
the instant and unconditional surrender of 
the city, guaranteeing the lives of all 
foreigners and the property of every one, but 
refusing to give any guarantees for those 
who had been alding the cause of Balmaceda 
The Admirals tried to get more liberal terms 
and, in the midstof the discussion, which 
lasted for some time and was participated in 
by the newly arrived, but not received 
Spanish Minister, Ordonez, the advance 
guard of the opposition reached the city and 
took session without any terms what- 
ever. Admiral Viel. Mr. Vicuna, the Pres- 
ident-elect, and several of their retainers 
barely escaped on board the German 
fiagsbip Leipzig, having been fired at 
repeatedly. any of the principal Govern- 
ment leaders had gone off earlier, and found 
refuge on the other men-of-war. When the 
Admirals left the Intendencin the excitement 
in the city was intense and the thousands of 
roughs in the square were armed with rifles 
taken from the stragglers of the Government 
army.

THE AMERICAN MARINES. 

To protect the 22 number of women and

ope of continuous prosperity. The seven 
months and a half of struggle have injured 
the wealth and credit of the country im- 
mensely, but the more hopeful spirits think 
that three years of uninterrupted ace will 
place Chill about where she was fore the 
revolution. The new Government will have 
many difficult problems to solve, many 
violent and opposing interests toadjust. It 
remains to be seen ifthe ambitious projects 
of several circles of rich and influential men, 
supported by the navy of Chili, will result in 
real benefit to the country. Inthe revolu- 
tionary movement there were united for the 
moment four distinct and well-defined par- 
ties, whose aims are quite as different from 
each other as from those of the Liberal party 
just turned out of power. If we can judge by 
the thirst for blood and destruction which 
the leaders of the self-styled ‘‘saviors 
of the country have shown since 
they came into power, I shall fear the worst 
for this hitherto peaceful and prosperous 
country. Yesterday the editor of the Comercio, 
De Lavin, was shot for having alleged incen- 
diary pampbiets in his possession. The Com- 
ercio Was a prosperous paper in favor of the 
Government of Balmaceda, and its columns 
have undoubtedly sco the opposition 
without mercy, but the deliberate shooting 
of a prominent man for such a reason, with- 
out a trial by civil court on the part of those 
whose boast it has been that they were fight- 
ing to uphold the laws and would 
respect and obey them as their enemies did 
not, is not hopeful for the cause they repre- 
sent. There have been several executions of 
political prisoners already without civil trial, 
and there is no justification for it as the city 
and country are now tranquil. The whole- 
sale sacking and burning of property, and 
the proscription ofthe men who upheld the 
government of Balmaceda, and the * 
threat to persecute them all to the last, is a 
very unhappy sign of the difficulties to fol- 
low. Theairisfull of biood and vengeance, 
the resources of the country are 
exhausted for the present, there are 20,000 
dispersed soldiers between here and Santi- 
ago, and the Government will soon let loose 
on the country 20,00 more of the rag-tag and 
bob-tall of the deserted cities of Iquique, 
Autofagasta and the northern coast, which 
they brought here under the title of ‘‘Saviors 
of the Country. Balmaceda’s Government 
resorted to strong measures undoubtedly, but 
it was a serious time. Prompt and vigorous 


again resumed 


action is necessary when the country is 
enveloped and permeated b disaffec- 
tion. These people cannot judged 


by the same standard as the more serious, 
more orderly and law-respecting Anglo- 
Saxons. They needa strong and unsparing 
hand to lead them, and the most unfriendly 
criticism that Balmaceda’s friends can make 
of him is that he was too mild. A gentleman 
who was one of his cabinet ministers until 
recently told methat Balmaceda’s vern- 
ment had been called a ‘‘Dictadura,’’ the 
Spanish name for dictatorship. He said it 
should be called a ‘‘Dictablanda.’’ Time 
will show whether the success of the mo- 
mentary alliance of the Clericals, Moult Var- 
istas, Reds and a few disaffected Liberals 
over the party of progress and reform will 
benefit the unhappy Republic of Chili. 


THE CHINESE EXCLUSION ACT. 


President Harrison’s Orders in the Case of 
Chong Sam. 
WASHINGTON, n. C., Oct. 8.—The case of 


Chong Sam, a Chinaman who entered the 


United States from Canada, and who was 
ordered deported to China, has been finally 
disposed of. Sir Julian Pauncefote, the 
British Minister, interested himself in the 
case on the ground that the man had a 
domiciliary residence in Oanada, and had 
therefore been allowed to reside in Canada 
and in order to accomplish that purpose he 
urged that the President grant a pardon to 
the Chinaman. The President wrote to Sec- 
retary of State Sept. 19 as follows:

The Trial of the Union Professor Set 
for Oct. 5. 


REVIEW OF THE CASE TORMENTING 
THE PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH. 


What Gave Rise to the Trouble—Action 
of the General Assenibly in Vetoing 
Dr. Briggs’ Appointment as Pro- 
fessor in Union Seminary—Defiance of 
the Seminary Authorities, 


New York, Oct. 3.—The trial of Dr. Briggs 
before the New York Presbytery is set for 
next Monday. The charges have been 
formulated by a committee appointed for the 
purpose. Dr. G. W. Birch, who originated 
the charges, is at the head of this committee. 
The prosecution will be conducted by Col. 
John James McCook, a Wall street lawyer. 
The indictment contains, besides extracts 
from the doctor’s famous inaugural, copious 
extracts from magazine articles and his other 
writings. 

It has been said that Dr. Briggs would sub- 
mit to a series of categorical questions, and, 
availing himself of his legal privilege, so 
frame his answers that the Presbytery can 
do nothing but acquit. Everything now, 
however, points to a different conclusion. 
The doctor does not like categorical ques- 
tions and his friends promise that he will 
meet the charges and defend his 
views on their merits. Dr. Briggs 
has been abroad—Mostly at Oxford—since 
the meeting of the General Assembly last 
May, and has just returned, accompanied by 
Dr. Francis Brown, who will conduct his de- 
fense. 

It will be remembered by readers of the 
SUNDAY Post-DISPATCH that the General 
Assembly of the Presbyterian Church dis- 
approved of the appointment of Dr. Briggs 
to the chair of Biblical Theology in Union 
Seminary. The assembly will not pass upon 
the question of heresy. The only question 
before the Detroit meeting was fitness or un- 
fitness of Dr. Briggs as teacher of young men 
preparing for the ministry in the Presby- 
terian Church. Of course in consider- 
ing this question of fitness, the

towhich he had been elected. Other con 
siderations entered but slightly or not at all 
into the decision. His appointment was dis- 
approved of by a heavy majority, and the 
ground of the veto was his doctrinal unsound- 
ness. 
| THE SEMINARY IS DEFIANT. 

According toa compact made in 1870 be- 
tween the General Assembly and the various 
Presbyterian theological seminaries in the 
country it was agreed that such a veto should 
be accepted by the seminary, and be a bar to 
the objectionable professor’s continued pres- 
ence asa teacher. According to this com- 
pact, or at least according to the interpreta- 
tion usually given it, Prof. Briggs would have 
ceased to be a professor in Union Seminary. 
But the directors of that institution thought 
differently. June 4 they held a meeting and 
passed this resolution: 

Resolved, That the Board of Directors, after hav- 
ing taken legal advice, and after due consideration 
see no reason to change their views on the subject of 
the transfer of Dr. Briggs, and feel bound, in the 


discharge of their duties under the charter and con- 
stitution of the Seminary, to adhere to the same. 


This was equivalent to declaring that by 
its veto the assembly had committed an act 
of usurpation which the directors were 
justified in repudiating. The bold action of 
the seminary authorities caused a stir in 
theolegical circles, and will be the subject of 
debate, if not of action, at the next meeting 
of the General Assembly.

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THE ART OF LUNCHING. 


MRS. SHERWOOD DESCRIBES THE LUX- 
URY OF THE LADIES’ LUNCHEON. 


The Menu and the Seryice-A Fashion- 
able Lunch Table Is a Museum of 
Pretty Things—The Ohina and the 
Wine—Various Recipes.

If all lunches could be poetic and simple 
the hostess would have little trouble in giv- 
ing a lunch. 

But alas! from the slice of cold ham, or 
chicken, and bread and butter, we have now 
the grand Hunt breakfast, the ladies’ lunch 
(most delicious of luxurious time-kKillers). 
The lunch, therefore, has become in the 
house of the opulent as elaborate as the 
dinner. 

Twenty years ago in England I had the 
pleasure of lunching with Lord Houghton, 
andIwell remember the simplicity of that 
meal, 

A cup of bouillon, a joint of mutton, 
roasted and carved by the host, a tart, and 
some peaches (very fine hot-house fruit) and 
a glass of sherry, was all that wasserved on 
a very plain table to twenty guests. But 
what a company of wits, belles and beauties 
we had to eat it. I once lunched with Brown.- 
ing on a much simpler bill of fare. I have 
lunched atthe beautiful home of Sir John 
Millais on what might have been a good fam.- 
ily dinner with us, And I have lunched in 
Hamton court, in the apartments of Mr. 
Beresford (now dead), who was a friend of 
George IV. and an old Tory whipper-in, ona 
slice of cold meat, a cutiet, a gooseberry 
tart, and some strawberries as large as 
tomatoes fromthe garden which was once 
Anne Boleyn’s. 

What a great difference between these 
lunches and a ladies’ lunch in New Lors, 
which, laid for twenty-eight people, offers 
every kind of wine, every luxury 
of fish, flesh and fowl, flowers 
which exhibit the most overwhelming luxu 
of an —eres period with fruits an 
bonbons and nbonnieres, with painted 
fans tocarry home, with ribbons on which 
is painted one’s monogram, etc., etc. 

A lunch party of ladies should not be 
crowded, as handsome gowns take up a great 
dealofroom, and therefore a lunch often 
ladies in a moderate house is better than 
a larger number. As ladies always wear 
— unets the room should not be too

In its * cups of bouillon or of clam 
juice, Dolled with cream, and a bit of sherry 
(very — are placed before each place. 

There follows presumably a plate of lobster 
croquettes with a rich sauce, filet de bœuf, 
with truMes and mushrooms, sweetbread, 
and green peas, perhaps asparagus or caull- 
flower. 

Then comes sorbet or Roman punch, much 
needed to cool the palate and to invigorate 
the appetite for further delicacies. 

The Roman punch is now often served in 
very fanciful frozen shapes of ice, resembling 
roses or fruits of various kinds. If a lady is 
not near a confectioner she should learn to 
make this herself. It is very easy, only com- 
pounding it at first with care, maraschino 
cordial or fine old Jamaica rum being mixed 
with water and sugaras for a punch, and 
well frozen. The game follows, and the 
salad. These two are often served together. 

After that the ices and fruit. Cheese is 
rarely offered at a ladies’ lunch, excepting 
in the form of cheese straws. 

Cham beetia—Chateau, Yquam, champagne 
and claret are the favorite wines, although 
sherry and Madeira are offered. 

Cordial is offered afterwards, with the 
coffee, and a ladies’*lunch party is supposed 
io begin at land end at 8. 

In summer ladies sometimes serve a cold 
luncheon, beginning with iced bouillon 
salmon covered with a een sauce, col 
birds and salads, ices an strawberries or 
peaches frozen in cream. Cold asparagus 
dressed as a salad is very good at this meal. 

It might well improvethe young house- 
keeper to study up the question of potted 
meats, the preparation of melton veal, the 
various egg salads, as well as those of potato, 
of lobster and chicken, so that she may be 
prepared with dishes for an improvised 
lunch. Particularly in the country should 
this be done. 

The etiquette of invitations for a ladies’ 
lunch is the same as that of a dinner in the 
matter of invitations. They are sent out a 
fortnight before; they are carefully engraved 
or they are written on note paper.

‘hese lunches, although luxurious, are by 
no means the costly spreads which American 
women indulge in. 

A thousand dollars is not an unusual sum to 
expend on a ladies’ lunch in New York for 
eighteen or twenty-five guests, counting the 
favors, the flowers, the wines and the viands 
and even then we have not entered into cost 
of the china, the glass, porcelain, cloisonne, 
Dresden, Sevres and silver, which make the 
table a picture. The jeweled goblets from 
Carlsbad, the knives and forks with crystal 
handles, set in silver, from Bohemia, and the 
endless succession of beautiful plates—who 
shall estimate the cost of all this? 

As to the precedence of plates, it is meet 
that China, oldest of nations, should suffice 
forthe soup. The oysters have already been 
served on shell-like majolica. England and 
maritime nations, surrounded by ocean, must 
furnish the plates for the fish. 

For the roast, too, what plates so good as 
Doulton, real English, substantial faience? 

For the ‘‘Bouchers a la Reine, and all the 
entrees, we must have Sevres again. 

But do not giveus ‘‘the beautiful heaa of 
Lamballe,’’ ona plate, Ideclare I have had 
a portrait of Marie Antoinette given meto 
eat off which has taken away my apetite. 

Japanese will do for the ‘‘filet aux cham- 
pignons,’’ the venison, the pleces de resist- 
ance, as well as English. apanese plates 
are strong.

PARISIAN MODELS. 


A VIEW OF THE DIFFERENT CLASSES OF 
BEINGS WHO SIT FOR ARTISTS. 


The Girl With Fine Costumes Now in De- 
mand for Society Pictures — Italian 
Models Not Wanted—Some Interesting 
Anecdotes of Meissonnier. 


Paris, Sept. 22.—Every Parisian knows the 
picturesque figures ofthe Italian models as 
they are seen sauntering through the streets 
or staring at their own counterfeit present - 
ments at the Salon on Varnishing Day. Some 
of the women are very handsome, some of the 
men are very sinister-looking, and in their 
quaint peasant costumes they make a note of 
color in the modern monotony of every day 
life that is quite refreshingtothe artistic 
eye. But in spite ofthe fact that they still 
pervade space, the Italian peasant is gradu- 
ally going out of (pictorial) fashion. The 
fact is that the amateur artists 
have destroyed their vogue, For 
be it known that half fashionable Paris 
dabbles in things artistic, and studios are 
eagerly sought for by ambitious souls, who, 
seeking for an object in life, find it in 
covering an unheard-of quantity of square 
yards of canvas with more or less dreadful 
paintings. These, every year, are sent to 
one or the other of the picture exhibitions, 
while the artist with untiring energy inter- 
views his friends, obtains letters to the mem 
bers of the different juries, pulls wires 
frenziedly in every direction, and finally has 
the supreme satisfaction of finding himself, 
or herself (they are generally feminine) en- 
rolled in the same catalogue with the great 
artists of France,and appreciates the position 
with the same pride asthe ‘super’ who said 
to a comrade when Macready died, 
‘Well, Bill, there's another of us gone. 

The amateurs at first began meekly with 
fans and flower pieces, very well meaning 
dauds that, when handsomely mounted or 
gorgeously framed, were received with much 
approbation by friends at Christmas. But,a 
few yearsago, they became ambitious and 
as the vivid coloring and ample draping of 
the Italian model appealed to their sense of 
the @msthetic, we have been so overwhelmed 
with lop-sided ‘*‘Grayziellas,’’ and painfully 
weak-kneed bandits, that we, the profane 
public, flee in terror when, at the Salon, we 
see an Italian subject looming in the dis- 
tance. 

Paris, however, swarms with models of. 
French extraction, but as their 
dress is not distinctive, no one ever knows 
them by sight. There are whole families 
who have been models for two or three gen- 
erations. There are models wuo pose for 
only one detail, models who pose only fully 
draped and models who never pose except 
tor the nude. At one time there was a Jew- 
ish model, whose time was so fully occupied 
by the great artists that noone outside that 
inner circle could ever secure her services. 
She was neither remarkably beautiful nor 
particularly well-made, but she was mar- 
velously intelligent, and if tne subject of 
the picture for which she was posing was 
carefully explained to her, she would fing 
herself into the spirit ofthe story with the 
marvelous histrionic talent for which the 
Israelite race is famous. From her Cabanel 
painted the pathetic figure of Pia di Tolemi. 

AN ARTIST'S TRIBUTE TO A MODEL. 
The fever-stricken woman is gazing from 
her window across the arid plains, and a dis- 
tant horseman is seen approaching, the help 
that comes too late, for the sunken cheeks, 
pinched features and strained look in the 
great eyes tell their story; the woman is 
dying as she stands. Cabanel said then that 
this girl had been a real aid to him, for she 
so caught the spirit of the story that he had 
only to represent hertragic expression and 
to add the gray shadow ofapproaching death 
which he so marvelously rendered. 
Some of the models that pose for de- 
talls are most curious types. There 
was one hideous old hag who never, 
even by accident, went to her bed sober, who 
posed forthe hand. she would lurch into a 
studio, pull and unfasten §worsted mittens, 
linen gloves lined with flannel, bandages, 
etc., and finally unearth from the clumsy 
envelopes the tiniest and most exquisitely 
patrician hands it is possible to imagine 
absolutely perfect in form and color and 
with the loveliest rose tinted almond-shaped 
nails. She was exceedingly careful of her 
stock-in-trade, and from the rfect beauty 
of this one point was in great demand among 
the artists, but alas for the evanescence of 
lovely things; the old lady died miserably of 
delirium tremens, and her place knows her 
no more. 
Male models pro tem are entirely out of 
fashion, as religious and historical scenes are 
no longer in vogue. Artists are seized now 
with a mania for realism, and if they wish to 
introduce maie figures into their pictures they 
rush to the seashore or the country and 
engage real sailors or peasants to sit to them. 
This demand, of course, enchants the 
improvised models who are very cheerful 
over gaining 5 francs a day and doing no 
hard work therefor. So the venerable modeis, 
with long white beards and who used to 
pose for saints, and the slender, young men 
with classic faces who used to pose for mar- 
tyrs find their respective occupations gone, 
and are proportionately melancholy in conse- 
quence. 
In fact, the fashions have greatly chan 
in every way as regards the models that are 
required by artists at present. Of course, 
there is an aristocracy and a rank and file in 


that profession, asin all others. The rank 
and file are the models that pose 
for classes, at Pullian’s, for instance, 


or for the classes of Bounat, Benjamin Con- 
stant or Jean Paul Laurens.

A Tale of Hardship and Disaster — The 
Heroism of the Young Men Who Forced 
Their Way to the Falls—Some Glimpses 
of Native Life—Fighting Starvation— 
Some Lessons in OCanoe- Making. 


Special Correspondence SUNDAY POST-LISPATCH. 

‘RIGOULETTE, Sept. 2.—The great polar 
mystery of Labrador has been solved by the 
ehergetic action of Bowdoin College and the 
heroic perseverance of four ot her sons. As 
was stated in the Post-Disratcnu of the 12th 
of September the expedition sailed from 
Rockland, Me., in the schooner Julia A. 


Decker June 80. The vessel was under com 


mand of Capt. Spees, and the expedition was 
in charge of Prof, Leslie R. Lee. The object 
of the expedition comprised geological, eth- 
nological, botanical and zoological investi- 
gation, but the special purpose was to reach 
the Grand River Falls, said to be 2,000 feet in 
height. Bowdoin College determined to 
make the search for the falls their important 
work. 

Accordingly the expedition after leaving 
home proceeded as directly as possible to the 
mouth of the river, where a party of four 
energetic and hardy young men were detailed 
for the exploration. This party was under 
the leadership of Austin Cary, and included 
besides him Dennis M. Cole, W. R. Smith and 
E. B. Young. These men started on their 
ascent of the river on July 26 in two small 
boats with a full outfit of provisions and sur- 
veying instruments. The boats were 

* of Rushton buila, provided with oars and 
paddies and light enough to be easily carried 
around falls and stiff rapids. Each boat had 
a long line for towing or ‘‘tracking’’ in water 


too swift for ascent by the oars. The food 
and other supplies were mostly packed in 
tightly ' cans for protection and 
convenience of handling at the — No 
great dependence was made upon flsh and 


— as the experience of others had shown 
to be scarce. 


THE DEPARTURE. 

With such careful preparation it was be- 
lieved that the ascent to the falls and return 
could be made in thirty days without arduous 
exertion. In fact, the last of the party 
reached this place Sept. 1, r an experi- 
ence of hardship and deprivation such as few 
have willin rgone. But their plans 
were carried out. The Grand Falls of Labra- 
dor are no ionger a mystery. They have been 
seen, measured and photographed by this 
ee Ay ey This is the story of their work. 
Grand River at its mouth is abouta 
mile wide, soon broadening to two miles. 
Navigation was difficult on account of the 
numerous sand bars. Six miles above the 
mouth is the only house in the whole region 
occupied by atrapper and his family. Fif- 
teen miles her up a camp of mountaineer 

fans was met. No other persons were 
seen on the wayup. Twenty-five miles from 
ok ey they found the first fall, seventy 

thigh, in two parts with heavy rapids 
between. ese was a jong — = 
portage, occupy ing nearly five hours. ere 
also they made a cache of provisions to 
avoid carrying so much weight. 

On the next day the stream widened out 
into comparatively still water two or three 
miles broad, affording easy rowing. This, 


again, was soon replaced by a narrow chan- 
nel with swift water, which compelled tow- 
ing.

the river, where the only help was to be 
found, with almost no food and their nearest 
cache 150 miles away. 

Not much preparation for the return was 
needed under the circumstances, and they 
started at once on their long walk. When- 
ever it was practicable a raft was built and 
they floated downstream. Several were thus 
constructed, on which they traveled about 
one hund miles, ig one day going forty 
miles in ten hours. 

For food they had what was named above 
anda pinteach of rice and meal. A ve 
few trout were caught, anda revolver, wi 
shot cartridges brought down several 
squirrels. Some of theirtmsals consisted only of 
boiled rice and cranberries or half a squirrel 
and boiled cranberries. For a week they did 
not once satisfy hunger. When their cache 
was reached they fared well and had enough 
to supply their wants until 2 reached the 
home of a trapper, by whom they were wen 
cared for. 

They secured passage ina small boat to 
this place and have come on board our vessel 
to-day wan and haggard, ragged and ex- 
hausted, Rest and good food will soon brin 
them buck to their normal condition withou 
any permanent injury. 

AT RIGOULETTE. 

Hamilton Inlet makes one of the deepest of 
the many indentations on the rocky coast of 
Labrador. Itis forty miles long, with many 

ranitic and basaltic islands projecting from 

ts waters. This place is at its head. Above 
it are twelve miles of narrows, and then 
comes the magnificent Lake Melville 

stretching ninety miles into the interior otf 
Labrador. Its waters are brackish, from the 
numerous large rivers which empty into It. 
Nowhere is it more than eighteen miles wide. 

It forms the most splendid example of 
glacial excavation in existence. It is a 
mighty trough which was ploughed out in 
the wo period by the great ice sheet 
which covered the whole northern part of 
our continent. Its sides are made of exten- 
sive mountains which are wholly unex- 

lored. Those on its south side are the 

ealy Mountains, perpetually capped with 
snow. 

We recently returned from a pleasant week 
spent in these waters. Into its uppermost 

rt, or bottom as it is called on the 
brador const, empties the famous Grand 
River. Shoals prevented us from sailing into 
the river, but half a dozen miles from its 
mouth we gave our farewells to the detach- 
ment of our party. 
A HUDSON BAY POST. 

After parting with our comrades on July 26 
the rest ofthe party sailed a few miles to 
Northwest River, a postof the Hundson Bay 
Co. atthe mouth of the river of that name. 
It was here that Sir Donald A. Smith, now 
Governor of Newfoundland, was in charge 
for many years, while it was in its most 
flourishing condition—a curious and remark- 
able preparation for his subsequent career. 
poe post uow consists of half a dozen houses 
besides the company’s store and warehouse. 
Here for the first timein Labrador we found 
gardens with 
Other vegetabies 

Being 140 miles 
Inlet, itis free from the influence of the cold 
—— current which brings desolation in its 

rack all along the coast; the climate is much 
milder and some of the days were even warm. 
The water of the lake was so warm that 
while we were becalmed in its middle some of 
our party stripped and went overthe side of 
the vessel fora bath in it. Domestic animals 
are not kept to any extent. The famous 
only cow in Labrador’’ died 1 ago. Two 
cows are now kept by a manon the opposite 
side of the lake, and these have a local fame 
quite as great as the former cow had. 

We lay at Northwest River for three — 
It is to this post that the Indians from the in- 
terior come to exchange their winter’s catch 
of furs for four, clothing, gunpowder and 
other necessaries of life. A 9 — of them 
still remained half a dosen miles up the 
river, andl wentup in a rowboatto make 
them a visit. The whole interior of Labra- 
dor, one ortwo hundred miles iniand, is a 
large, well watered plateau, two thousand 
or three thousand feet above the sea level. 
Here dwell two tribes of Indians—the Nasco- 
pies and the Mongtagnais or Mountaineers. 

AMONG THE NATIVES. 

The relations between these tribes and the 
Hudson Bay Company are very close. 
company makes advances of provisions and 
hunting and trapping outfits to them in the 
spring and is repaid the next season by furs 
and skins. The camp which we visited lay at 
the foot of a broad lake-like expansion of the 
river. Wehada hard pull up the rapids, and 
then suddenly rounded a point, bringing in 
sight the whole camp. Its as t changed at 
once. Apparently all were ng life easily 
when we came into view. Then followed a 
scene of great activity. 

The men ran together, while the children 
and women huddled into the wigwams. 
When our boat struck the beach I said 
**Good morning,’’ and then walked up tothe 
largest and best looking ot the natives, and 
asked himifhe could speak . ort. 
unately he could, and I engaged him to serve 
as interpreter. Still everybody looked with 
great suspicion upon us. Finally I persuaded 
the interpreter to be measured,gand as I used 
= A instruments, one dy one, all gazed 
with interest upon the process which 
seemed so curious to them. After the inter- 
preter, his wife and children came up one by 
one, all except the little baby or ‘‘awas,’’ as 
they called it, which was too young to be un- 
locked from its many wrappings. A little to- 
bacco smoothed over many difficulties, and 
at last fairly good measurements of a large 
majority of the camp were secured, but it 
was not done all at once.

Several families use one wigwam dy 
mutual agreement, not through any relation 
ship. In one case sixteen persons, included 
in four families, occupied one tent, which 
was surely crowding it too much for comfort 
in hot weather. Around the tents were piles 
of shavings and other refuse. 

Most of the members of this camp were 
mountaineers, though severai had Nascopie 
wives. All were large, strong men. Most of 
them were Oatholics, and bore about them 
some indication of their religion. They at- 
tend church at Northwest River, where there 
isa church, to whicha priest comes once a 
year fora few days.

ALEXANDER SUTHERLAND OF DENVER 
SAYS HE IS THE MAN. 


The Colorado Pioneer Who Sounded the 
Oharge for the Light Brigade—The 
Story of the Six Hundred Who Charged 
“While Al the, World Wondered. 


SUNDAY Post-DisPaTcu. 

DENVER, Colo., Oct. 1.—Alexander Suther- 
land, the trumpeter who sounded the charge 
which led the Light Brigade into the Valley 
of Death,’’ is a resident of Denver, living 
with his family in a handsome fiat at 777 
Santa Fe avenue. 

Alexander Sutherland is over 80 years of 
age, talland erect, and although his hair and 
Deard are silvery white, he still maintains 
the bearings and carriage of a British 
soldier, having fought under her banners in 
many climes, as his father had done before 


him. 

With tears in his eyes and a choking voice 
the old bugier yesterday told me the story of 
the charge of the Light Brigade. He had 
said but a words when hislips quivered, and 
with a sigh he said, Excuse mea minute. 

‘*J never like to talk about our charge at 
Balaklava, said the old gentleman, return- 
lng to the parlor. It is but natural that 1 
should feel a soldier’s pride in the heroism 
and courage of the light brigade, but the 
slaughter of our brave boys against such ter- 
rible odds is a story so horrible that I almost 
live it overagain when I refertoit. Tenny- 
son well put it when he said it was the 
‘mouth of hell.. 

* It was Oct. 25, 1854. The Russians had cap- 
tured the guns from the Turks on the Cause- 
way Heights. Gen. Scarlett, with the heavy 
cavalry, the Scots Greys, and the Enniskil- 
leners in the front line had made a brilliant 
charge, routing many times their num 
ber of Russians. The Light Brigade, 
near by, had been simply idle specta- 
tors, but they had been eager to join 
with Scarlett's men in their victorious 
charge. Lord Oardigan swore at being thus 
restrained, and his oath was echoed in the 
hearts of some of his men who heard him, for 
Lord Cardigan had been riding impatiently 
up and down the line of his own men, disap- 
pointed as well as envious that he and his 
soldiers were not participants in the fight. 
Here began the first blunder, either through 
the loose orders of his superiors or the fall - 
ure of Lord Cardigan to properly interpret 
their commands. Lucan had expected that 
Lord Oardigan, with the light cavairy, would 
have flanked the Russians when Gen. Scar- 
lett, with the heavies, was making his 
charge. Impatient as Lord Cardigan was to 
have led his men to the aid of Scariett’s 
heavy cavalry, yet he understood his order 
to mean that he had been placed in his pres- 
ent position by Lord Lucan, and on no ac- 
count to leave it, but to defend it against 
any attack of the Russians. Cardigan held 
his men from attack because his position was 
not assailed. 

Lord Raglan was to dlame for the slaughter 
of the Light Brigade, which followed so soon 
after the charge of Scarlett’s men. What 
ever Lord Raglan may have intended as his 
commands to Lord Lucan and Lord Cardigan, 
they were not plain. Lord Cardigan, you 
must remember, was under.Lord Ragian. 

It was no doubt the intention of Lord 
Raglan that the Light Brigade should follow 
up Scarlett's success and charge for the guns 
the Russians had captured from the Turks on 
the Oauseway Heights. But the orders of 
Lord Oardigan were indistinct as to what 
guns wete to be captured, and there 
is where Lord Raglan diundered. He 
was not explicit as to the guns he 
wanted usto charge, and this was further 
complicated by the explanations made by 

Nolan, an aide-de-camp that Lord 
Raglan had sent, urging for an immediate 
charge by the Light Brigade. I was near 
Lords Lucan and Cardigan and heard Lord 
Cardigan complain that the order was not 
plain as to what guns we were to charge. 

he Causeway Heights were to our right, 
where the Turks had lost us some guns. 
Across from the Causewar Heights were 
Fedioukine Hillis on the left of us. Between 
these hills on the left and the heights on the 
right there was the North Valley, through 
which we made the — with Russian 
pas tothe right and eft and in front 
of us. 
Iwill go back a little, continued the old 
trumpeter. ‘‘We had been waiting orders 
from Lord Raglan. Then almost immedi- 
ately Lord Ragian sent a courier to Lord 
Lucan to order up about 600 light cavalry and 
to hold themselves in readiness to take the 
guns. Whenthe roll was called the order 
was to pick out certain companies of light 
cavalry and to report at the head of the 
North Valley under Lord Cardigan. An order 
from Lord Raglan to Lord Lucan was that 
the cavalry should advance and take ad- 
Vantage of any opportunity to recover the 
heights, but his lordship supposing that it 
was intended he should support infantry. 
was waiting for their arrival, 

It seems that Lord Raglan became impa- 
tient at not seeing the cavalry charge and he 
sent Capt. Nolan with an order written by 
Gen. Alrey, thatthe cavalry was to advance 
to the front immediately and prevent the 
enemy from carrying away the guns. Lord 
Lucan asked Capt. Nolan what guns he was 
to attack andin an important and haughty 
manner Capt. Nolan replied: ‘There, my 
lord, ig your enemy, and there are your guns,’ 
pointing with his hand to the left and tow- 
ards the end of the North Valley and not tow- 
ards the Causeway Heights. 

Lord Lucan then rode over to Lord Cardi- 
gan to give orders for the charge. I was near 
at the time,on foot, holding my horse’s bridle 
rein, and heard the conversation between 
Lords Lucan and Oardigan. They did not 
seem to interpret the order in exactly the 
same way. Lord Cardigan explained to Lord 
Lucan that there were guns inthe valley ahead 
as well as on both sides of them, and thought 
there must be some mistake, but Lord Lucan 
replied that these were the orders from Lord 
Raglan and there was no choice but to obey. 

Lord Cardigan assented. I was about 
eight or nine feet distant from him at the 
time, and turning, he gave me the order 
and I biew the first call, ‘attention,’ and 
then the ‘mount.’ The first, second and 
third platoons were the med. Facing his 
soldiers, Lord Oardigan 1: ‘My men, 
there are but a few of us agaist many—’ 

The old trumpeter leaned his head over in 
his hands, and again I had to wait a moment 
before he could resume. Wiping the tears 
from his face he continued: ‘‘I don’t know 
as I can recall the exact words of Lord 
Cardigan, but he said that no doubt the 
men were aware of the orders that had 
been given. ‘There are terrible 
odds against you—only about 600 of us here. 
None of us may return, but make it tell. I 
will lead you, and may be one of the first to 
fall; but as long as Iam alive I will stay with

Nolan retained seat some little distance 
but asacorpse. Dead in the saddle, he still 
sat erect, rigidly holding his drawn sword 
until a sudden swaying of the horse hurled 
the body from its back, near our charging 
squadrons, It has been supposed by some 
that Capt. Nolan was shouting so frantically 
to change our course, and the shell bursting’ 
so suddenly, that the awful shriek we hear 
came really not from a wounded man, buta 
corpse. 

There was only a second to think of the 

hastly spectacle of the dead rider with 

rawn sword. We were now onthe charge 
and thundering down the valley. The bat 
teries on both sides were now mowing down 
horse and rider. Lord Cardigan, always at 
the head of the first line, led the charge, but 
when the terrible slaughter began, with shot 
and shell pouring in upon us, he began to 
cheer his men and encourage them, and not 
aman guailed. ‘On, my brave men, ‘Keep 
up our courage,’ ‘Remember you are the 
Light Brigade,’ such expressions 
his lips as he fre - 
quently turned in his saddle, cheering 
his men onward, I remember once he 
shouted out, ‘It’s a dark valley, my men, Dut 
there will be light at the otherend.’ Yes, we 
had light there, butit wasthe fire and h 
of the guns in nt of us. 
Our heavy loss before we could strike a 
blow began to exasperate the men. Those 
who survived after each fire from the batter- 
les were all the more eager for revenge. In 
that terrible struggle they hardly seemed 
like human beings, and oaths of vengeance 
were heard. Men seemed fearless of death. 
None expected to get out alive, and every 
man was arousedtosell his life as dearly 
as possible. Amid the din and roar of the 
charge comrades could hear comrades grit 
their teeth, and some, biting their 9 80 
fiercely, they — — made them 
bleed. They seemed almost like mad men. 
The riderless horses caught the feeling, and 
forming — with us, dashed with the 
brigade upon the batteries at the further end 
ofthe valley. It was there we could first 
strike a blow, but that ride of over a mile 
through the deadly fires on both sides had 
to De made first. It was this terrible ordeal 
and the thought of revenge that caused 
Cardigan and his men to dash with such fury 
upon the batteries. The Russians fought 
Arey for their guns, but the thinned ranks 
of the light brigade now became desperate, 
and with fierce saber strokes cut down gun- 
ners, spiked ns and then charged into the 
Russian army beyond, and for the time even 
drove back their thousands. We could now 
give stroke for stroke, and when you can 
strike back it gives a Man more courage. 

It is impossible for one to tell you or for 
any one to attempt to describe the scene as 
our survivors charged those batteries. I tell 
you, sir, it was h——. The smoke finally bo- 
came so heavy that it was almost like fiight- 
ing in the darkness. As he was plunging 
among the guns 1 could hear the voice 
of Cardigan cheering his men. He was try 
ing to keep them together, but it was almost 
an im sibility. The smoke was 80 
dense that for a while I could not find 
Lord Cardigan. Running against an artil- 
lery man, I struck him with my saber, but 
the stroke not felling him he came at me 
with his rammer. My horse, like the others, 
was plunging, and before the gunner and I 
could either Kill or injure the other I was 
past the battery and among the Cossacks. 
A heavy calvary man made a lunge at me, 
but I parried his right cut. The smoke was 
so thick I could not see him distinctly, but 
returning his thrust! felt my saber entering 
fiesh, and when I withdrew it the point for 
six inches was covered with blood. I was try- 
ing to find Lord Cardigan to sound any or- 
ders that he might give. For awhile that was 
impossible. He e a chestnut, with one 
white hind leg and also one white fore leg. 
A little latter I heard Lord Cardigan's voice 
shouting out to fall back, but keep together. 
Catching a glimpse of the white hind foot of 
his horse and knowing his lordship’s voice 
although I could not distinguish his form, i 
tried to sound theretreat, Dut with little ef- 
fect. Our men became scattered into little 
groups and squads, and had I been able to 
give a loud, full blast some of the survivors 
would doubtless not have heard it. 

I had now been shot once in each leg, but 
not serious. I was only feeling a little weak 
from the loss of blood. My horse was suffer- 
ing at this moment more than I. He was 
bleeding from three wounds, one in the cord 
of the neck, another under the right breast, 
and still another above the heart. The poor 
animal was plunging so wildly that I could 
not hold my trumpet to my lips with any 
great success. I sounded a retreat as best 
I could, but the call was um- 
perfect for the reason ven. The blast 
of the trumpet indicated to the Russian 
lancers my whereabouts in the smoke. A 
lance or shot immediately cut off part of my 
trumpet, and I received about the same in- 
stance a lance scalp wound here on the top 
of my head, as you can see, saia Mr. 
Sutherland, as he showed me the wound, ‘‘I 
was dazed by the blow, but retained con- 
sciousness long enough to seize the neck of 
my horse with both arms. A moment 
later I was just conscious enough to 
hold on to my horse, which was fol- 
lowing the troopers, who were now 
fighting their way out in fours and fives and 
small squads. Some of us escaped through 
the smoke and some had to fight their way 
back through the Russians that bad been 
—— on our rear. Had it not been for the 
friendly smoke, there would hardly have 
been a man left to tell the story, My horse 
fell dead near Capt. Nolan’s dead body on my 
return, and I hobbled the rest of the way 
back as best I could. 

**I shall never forget the roll call after that 
charge,’’ said the old trumpeter, burstin 
into tears, Out of 678 men there were 1 
left, but they were not all there at the roll 
call. The most of those who came out were 
wounded. We lost over 600 horses, counting 
about fifty that had been shot. Thomas 
Cummerford, a friend of mine, died during 
the roll-call. He had been a jolly, good- 
natured fellow, and turning to me he said: 
Won't you play the Dear Irish Boy?’’’ a 
favorite of his, which I did om the cornet as 
the poor fellow wus breathing his last. ‘A 
brave man,’ exclaimed Lord Oardigan.

FUMANITY MADE TO ORDER AND WHAT 
WILL COME OF IT. 


A Frenchman Has Been Playing With 
Protoplasm With Wonderful Oonse- 
quences — The Story of Frankenstein 
Over Again.

AMATEUR TELEPHONES. 


HOW THEY MAY BE MADE AND OPER- 
ATED EFFECTIVELY. 


A Long Wire Line, Ita Cost and Uses— 
How to String the Wire and Adapt the 
Telephone to Daily Use-A Thousand 
Foot Circuit. 


Copyright. 
There is no boy in the country who cannot, 
if he wishes, have his own telephone at a 

small cost. 

He can have a line 1,40 feet long, over 
which he can hold a distinct conversation, 
but his connection for such a distance should 
consist of wire. 

The really important short distance tele- 
phone is the long, wire line, forit can be 
used asa means of communication between 
the dwelling and the mill, factory or office, 
where the master of the house spends his 
day. When this short-distance, wire-line 
telephone is properly constructed a clear 
conversation may be beld at a distance of 
halfa mile. Where the rates charged for 
electric telephones are very high, and a bust 
ness man wants a means of constant commu- 
nication between his place of dus mess and 
his private residence, the instrument which 
I shall frst describe would be of great con- 
venience. 

Now, as to the quarter or half mile tele- 
phone, please follow me carefully as to the 
best manner of constructing it. Take a 
sound pine board sixteen inches long, thir- 
teen wide and three-eighths of an inch 
thick, planing it smoothiy and evenly on 
both sides. Take a pair of compasses and 
draw a circle in the board nine inches in 
diameter, and then saw or cut around, mak- 
ing the disc even and smooth. 

e circumference of this hole should be 
beveled on the face or outside surface. Then 
two strips of wood, which should also be of 
pine, thirteen inches long, three inches wide

evenly; these must be plac on the edge 

and run parallel and even with the end and

The board should be fixed 
to the wall with staples, screws or ion 
nalls, but the thing is not difficult.

ole. 

We are now ready to begin the work of 
wire pepe ey and the next step is to pre- 
pare as many insulators as shall be needed 
— the route of the wire. It it must take a 
crooked course passing house corners, trees, 
telegra poles or any other. obstruction 
it will be necessary to stay it by guys 
60 as to Keep its path clear. The insulators

are not made of ‘ass as might be supposed, 
but are constructed of any closely twisted or 
braided cord, silver lake cord, or rope, three- 
sixteenths of an inch in diameter being best. 
The insulator cord ought to be four or five 
inches long, and this must be made intoa 
* as seen in figures cand d, drawing No. 
3, the ends to be secured by fine copper wire 
wound tightly around the ends of the cord so 
that the insulator may not come apart. 

Now take the end of the coflof wire, which 
should be lying on the proses below, and slip 
it through as many of the insulating ope as 
mer | be needed for the whole way—and I may 
ad it is much better to string too 
many than too few insulators on 
your line, for you can easily snip off all that 
are unnecessary when eer telephone con- 
nection is complete. lle it is necessary 
that the line should be firmly held In its place 
so that the wire may not touch any other 
body, it must be keptin mind that too many 
insulating loops hanging from the wire dead- 
ens it somewhat by checking the vibration 
which isthe medium by which the sound is 
sent thrilling along. 

The direction that the wire is to take should 
be carefully determined upon before you be- 
gintostringit. lf it bas to run through a 
neighborhood where thereare many houses 
it is best to guy it to any trees that are avalli- 
able, or it might now and again be held to 
the edge of a house roof. It is best not to use 
the regular — le already strung 
with wires, for the latter are constantly 
Dreaking and would destroy your teile 
phone line; moreover, the linemen at their 
regular work on the poles might cut it down 
if it stood in their way when climbing. 
Ask permission, of course, of your neighbor 
to fasten your line to some portion of his 
house where it will not be an annoyance. If 
it is to ran through a suburb onits way to a 
mill or factory, select the highest tree and 
fasten it well up, for there it will be out of 
the way of mischievous persons. A long, 
light ladder will be necessary when string- 


ing. 

When the line is stretched, have at the 
second end a disc board exactly like that at 
the frst, anda hole of the same size in the 
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Lockets, Ladies’ and Gents', from $5.00 to 850.

The Upward Tendency Assisted by 
Gould’s Reported Change of Front. 


EFFECT OF THE SPLENDID MANAGEMENT 
OF THE VANDERBILT ROADS, 


Stocks Back Within a Point or Two of the 
Highest Yet Attained-The ‘“Post’s” 
Financial Article—-Weekly Bank State- 
ment—Stocks and Bonds—Cotton Oir- 
oular—Exchange. 


New Tonk, Oct. 8.—The way the market 
turned on Friday ought to serve asa timely 
warning to those who occasionally take prof- 
its on the long side and then go ‘‘short.’’ 
The complexion of affairs marketwise 
changed in a trice and the derelicts were 
made to pay dearly for their ill-advised sales. 
The rise continued yesterday and prices for 
many stocks got back to withina point or 
two of the highest attained since the inau- 


guration of the bull movement. It is 
said that the Gould party changed 
front and are now in accord with 


the speculation for higher prices. If this 
proves to be sothe upward movement will, 
of course be materially assisted. Should it 
happen to be untrue, it is improbable that 
the market will be more than temporarily in- 
fluenced. The public seem to be as fully 
alive to the favorable outlook as the regular 
professionals, and are taking such a lively 
interest in speculation that the market can- 
not be controlled for any length of time by 
men who depend upon their skill in the 
art of manipulation for results. That 
investors and speculators will continue to 
show a preference for securities of roads in 
which good management instead of necrom- 
ancy plays the leading part, there is no room 
for doubt. The Vanderbilts afford 
abundant proofofthis. The entire Vander- 
bilt group has all along displayed a degree of 
strength that did much to allay apprehen- 
sion as to the ultimate course of the market 
and its results, first, from the knowledge 
that the Eastern trunk lines are free from 
rate disturbances; second, that they are 
assured ofthe heaviest traffic in their his- 
tory, and third, to the belief that the proper- 
ties are being administered in the interest of 
stockholders.

Ohesapeake, which is the most 
highly speculative of all the Vanderbilt 
stocks, is being recommended by houses who 
pride themselves on their ability to get at 
the intrinsic value of railroads which 
occupys the other extreme, being consid- 
ered the most valuable of the roads now un- 
der control of the Vanderbilts, is steadily dis- 
appearing from the streetand, according to 
good judges, will in the next year or two 
take rank with the safest investments in the 
market. For a long time enormous expendl- 
tures have been made to bring the physical 
condition of the road uptoa high standard, 
and now the company is ina conditionto 
reap the full benefit of the traffic which is 
sure to come to it for at least a twelve- 
month.

Prot. 8. Waterhouse Describes It as He 
Found It. 


Prof. 8. Waterhouse of Washington Uni- 
versity, who has for many years been inter- 
ested in the work of controlling the Missis- 
sippi and whois the author of an important 
report to Congress on the subject, has in a 
recent trip up and down that stream had op- 
portunity of studying it.

LEADVILLE, Colo., Oct. 8.—Among the sec- 
tions of this district that have come to the 
‘front this yearmay be mentioned the Twin 
Lakes District. Herethere have been veins 
opened for years, but the trouble has been 
that the men who found these veins had but 
little money to develop them, and the close 
proximity of the region to Leadville proper

The Work ot the State Department Under 
the New Corporation Lew. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Oct. 8.—Work in the 
Department of State on the three corporation 
laws enacted at the last session of the Gen- 
eral Assembly, was so nearly completed to- 
day that a close estimate can be made as to 
the number of corporations that are delin- 
quent.

Mr. Davis’ paintings are admirable, 
both in point of 2 and tic 
sentiment. His work is in the highest 
degree conscientious and painstaking. He 
has modeled and drawn the landscape with 
as much care as a figure painter expends on 
a human form, and demonstrates clearly 
that a proper understanding of drawing is as 
important for a successful rendering of land- 
scape as for a well- painted hand or head. 

In these days of so- called impressionism 
which, by the way, in nine cases out of ten is 
only a subterfuge to hide a or 
ignorance, it is refreshing to see a landscape 
studied with the care and thorough under- 
standing of form which marks the work of 
Mr. — * He has very well expressed the 
character ot trees, has understood that the 
sky is a very important part of the landscape 
and has studied it accordingly. 

The work of Mr. Davis includes an exten- 
sive — 13 of subjects. One ofthe most im- 
portant Is The Valley,’’a fine example of 
modeling in low tones. This is one of his 
strongest works, and will commend itself to 
the student of nature for its rare qualities of 
sentiment and good workmanship. His 
„Summer Morning’’ isan excellent render- 
ing of tree forms and foliage, very tender 
and sympathetic. This is an example of 
good drawing combined witha delicate sug- 
gestiveness and sentiment of nature. 

Another work, ‘‘April,’’ a simple motive, a 
level plain, a vast sweep of sky and clouds; 
full of life, one of the best pieces of sky paint- 
ing in the collection. The Edge of the 
Forest,. another large picture, is pitched in 
a different key from most of the others. Here 
the artist has allowed himself greater license 
in color and revels in rich tones. 

Of the smaller pictures one ofthe dest 1s a 
wood interior, Late Summer Afternoon. 
in which again tbe artist demonstrated his 
power in expressing the character and form 
of trees. Another October Sunset is rich 
in color and full of that fine hazy tone which 
is characteristic of the falling leaves at the 
close of the year. 

There are some charming studies of willows 
with the green tones refiected in limpid 
water, some feldsof grain and a variety of 
subjects well worth studying. Altogether, 
the work of Mr. Davis is such as to encourage 
the well-wishers of American art. He is 
thoroughly well equipped to produce paint- 
ings of great strength of character. It is to 
be hoped that he will now address himself to 
American subjects with the same Drilliant 
results that have followed his efforts abroad. 

An important feature of the present exhibi- 
tion at the Museum is the work of Lhermitte. 
He is represented by two strong paintings 
and several drawings. 

Lhermitte is one of the most facile artists 
of the French school, and is a master crafts- 
man in his line. He excelsin pastels, pen 
and ink and wash drawings, be is a master 
in all the Known methods of modern art. In 
the use of charcoal he certainly excels all his 
contemporaries. His subjects treated in this 
beautiful medium range through architect- 
ure, landscape, marine, figures and animals. 
His architectural drawings im charcoal are 
unequaled. He renders the delicate Gothic 
tracery of ancient cathedrals, and the rich 
ornamentation of choir stalls and altars 
with a marvelous proficiency. But, first of 
all, de is a painter, the large picture, The 
Hay makers, demonstrating s power in 
this direction. Asa master of technique he 
is superb, and is a worthy member ol! that 
galaxy of French artists that have estab- 
lished the unquestioned superiority of their 
school over ali others of modern times. 

The treatment of the mown hay and the 
drapery of the figures are a good example of 
Lhermitte’s mastery over the difficulties of 
painting. His work is thoroughly honest, 
and the ere is not offended by great dabs of 
sky dlue onthe headsof the Agures as is 
shown in so many so-called out-door paint- 
ings, to show that the reflections come from 
the sky. 

Inis ts a valuable example for the students 
of the school, and ome that they have long 
needed. It is to be hoped that 
it may be retained here in 
the Museum. The drawings by this 
artist very well illustrate his power in the 
use of black and white. There is an exquisite 
rendering of the principal figures in his large 
painting with the landscape done in pen and 
Ink and wash. The smaller picture, Noon 
day kest, is full of the delightful sentiment 
of harvest, and is painted with freedom and 
suggestiveness which can only be admissible 
in an artist possessing great knowledge 

The two pictures and drawings, together 
with Mr. Davis’ paintings, form apn exceed- 
ingly instructive exhibition, and one that 
should not be lost on lovers of art.

RUIZ SANDOVAL. 


NEw ORLEANS, La., Oct. 8.—Gen,. Ruiz San 
doval has been in this city for the past thirty 
days; and discusses freely the recent out- 
break on the Mexican frontier. 

Gen. Sandoval says that, although he is in 
sympathy with any movement that may lead 
to the overthrow of President Diaz, he had 
absolutely nothing to do with the recent revy- 
olution which was simply a local outburst on 
the part of the Mexican people. He regrets 
not being on the spot at the time for he 
would have certainly taken a hand in the 
struggle. 

The General was very much amused at the 
telegraphic reports published in all the 
papers which heread here stating that he 
had escaped to the mountains and would 
soon be captured. Said he would not be sur 
prised in the least to read that he had been 
shot. His connection with the Rio Grande 
affair is explained by the fact that President 
Mar being aware that any movement of the 
kind had the sympathy of the General took it 
for granted that he was one ofthe leaders of 
the revolution and caused the information to 
be circulated by the press. While all this was 
going on the General was residing quietly 
and peaceably in this city. 

Catarino EK. Garza is, he says, a young man 
of about 30 years, a journalist by profession, 
and a brave and courageous fellow.

THE MINERS WIN. 


The Briceville Miners Victorious in the 
Lower Courts. 


If AFFIRMED THE CONVICTS WILL BE 
TAKES FROM THE MINES. 


Subleasing Declared Illegal and the Con- 
tract Void—Ground on Which the Writ 
of Habeas Corpus Was Granted— The 
Governor’s Predicament— Better Treat- 
ment for the Prisoners. 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Oct. 8.—A case came 
before the Knoxville Criminal Court yester- 
day ona writ of habeas corpus which is an at- 
tempt to do by law what the Briceville min- 
ers recently attempted to do by violence— 
prevent convicts from being worked in any 
mines in the State. The convicts at Brice- 
ville are sub-leased, and the lawyers for the 
miners assert this to be illegal. They induced 
a white convict,sentenced for murder, to sue 
for a writ of habeas corpus. Yesterday Judge 
Sneed rendered a decision which, if affirmed 
by the Supreme Court, now in session, will 
cause all convicts m East Tennessee to be 
moved to the State Penitentiary. Lawyers 
believe that the order of the lower court will 
be confirmed. 

The action is grounded upon the plea that 
the lease under which the convicts are em- 
ployed is not in accordance with the law. 
There are provisions in the act by which cer- 
tain restrictions are thrown about the em- 
ployment of the convicts,and these provis- 
ions have not been complied with. The con- 
tract was very loosely drawn, and still more 
loosely observed by the companies and the 
State officials, whose duty it was to superin- 
tend its operation. 

ORIGIN OF THE TROUBLE. 

The troubles in the Coal Creek mining dis- 
trict, which the cowardly action of the 
Legislatures revives, began in the middle of 
last July when an attempt was made to 
place a lot of convicts with the Tennessee 
Coal Mining Co. by William Morrow, peni- 
tentiary lessee. The contract was that as 
many convicts as were needed should be 
furnished to work in the mines at Bricevilie. 
Convict labor is an old thing in Tennessee, 
but it was new at Briceville, and the moun- 
taineers objected. But the company claimed 
it was impossible to get along with free 
labor and were enforced to employ the con- 
victs. The contract was concluded early in 
July, and stockades were erected to accom- 
modate the prisoners by about forty white 
con victs—carpenters—sent to prepare for the 
Geluge of black convicts destined for the 
mines. July 16, at midnight, about 300 
miners surrounded the convict camp, and 
sent word to the guards that no convict labor 
should be employed in that section, and also 
infor med the convicts they might have their 
liberty. The min ers took charge of the con- 
victs and marched them and the guards to 
Coal Creek, the railroad station, about five 
miles distant, put them on the cars and 
ahipped them back to Knoxville, ity 

The next Guy troops were ordered to the 
scene, and soon several hundred convicts 
were in Briceville protected by the mti. 
Again the miners gathered 1,30 or 1,500 
strong, notifying the militia officers that they 
must give 5 the convicts. The officers 8 
leyed awhile and then surrendered. he 
troops were generously permitted to retain 
their arms, but they were all, convicts and 
soldiers cked into box-cars and shipped 
away. e troops promised the miners that 
they would not return. 

Then followed consternation and negotia- 
tion. The Governor ordered out the whole 
military force of the State and went himself 
to Knoxville. He met acomittee of miners 
and after several days of* parileying yielded 
to the demands of the men, which, consider- 
ing the circumstances, were moderate. In 
consideration of the 
convene the Legislature and abolish the con- 
vict lease system, the miners agreed to allow 
the convicts to go a third time to Briceville 
and enter the mines, but the soldiers must 


stay away. 
THE TRUCE. 


The agreement was in substance: 

1. That the conricts should return to the mines 
and be unmolested

JOHN W. NORTON S SUIT. 


HE BEGINS LEGAL ACTION AGAINST MR. 
CHAS. A. SPAULDING. 


He Claims That $6,600 Is Still Due Him 
for His Management ofthe VUlympic 
Theater— Wills ‘Admitted to Probate— 
Court News. 


Mr. John W. Norton, the well-known the- 
atrical manager, fleda suit late yesterday 
afternoon in the Circuit Court against Mr. 
Chas. A. Spaulding, owner of the Olympic 
Theater, and Pierre Chouteau, asking judg- 
ment for $6,600 for back salary alleged to be 
due at the rate of S a week as Manager of 
the theater pool formed by consolidating the 
interests of the Olympic Theater and 
the Grand Opera- house. Mr. Cnouteau is 
made a co-defendant in the suit because he 
isthe owner of the Olympic building. At- 
tached to the petition is acopy of the con- 
tract setting forth the terms of the consolida- 
tion. Mr. Norton sues for salary for 165 
weeks. 

Mr. George Tansey of the law firm of 
Laughlin & Tansey, who filed the suit for Mr. 
Norton, stated that under the terms of the 
contract Mr. Norton was made manager of 
the pool at a salary of $40 a week. 

**The contract was entered into in 1882, to 
run eight years. said Mr. Tansey. ‘‘That 
would bring it upto 189. Mr. Spaulding 
paid Mr. Norton until 1886, since when he has 
not paid him anything. There is nothing 
else in the matter. We simply sue for salary 
at $40 a week for 165 weeks, which amounts to 
$6 , 600, 

Mr. Spaulding livesin New York, but has 
come to St. Louis in consequence of the in- 
jury to Mr. Pat Short, manager of the 
Olym pic, who was thrown froma buggy re- 
cently. Mr Spaulding arrived in St. Louis 
yesterday and is stopping at the Southern, 
where he was served with a notice of the 
suit yesterday evening. 

MR. SPAULDING INTERVIEWED. 

Mr. Spaulding was seen by a Post-DIsPaTCH 
reporter at the Southern last night and asked 
concerning the matter. 

It is strange, said Mr. Spaulding that 
Mr. Norton should sue me when I hold his re- 
ceipt for all that was due him when 
the pool closed. The pool was closed a year 
ago. I paid Mr. Norton everything that I 
owed him, and I have got his receipt. 

But Mr. Norton claims that you have not 
paid him anything since 1886, suggested the 
reporter. 

Perhaps he did not earn it, said Mr. 
Spaulding. Mr. Nortan was sick a part of 
the time a not able to attend to the busi- 
ness. T pool is closed, and I paid Mr. 
Norton all thatI owe him, and hold his re- 
ceipt,and if Mr. Norton wants anything 
more it remains for the courts to settle.’’

A HISTORICAL SKETCH OF THE $1,000- 
000 HOTEL SITE. 


Figures Showing Ite Rapid and Enor 
mous Increase in Value—Two Auction 


Sales—Agents’ Reports and Miscel- 
laneous Transactions in Properties. 


The real estate market make a very fair 
record last week considering the hot weather 
and fall attractions which diverted the atten- 
tion of people in other directions. During 
the week there were 239 sales filed for record, 
their aggregate consideration being $751,451. 
This is the heaviest week’s business but one 
since the first week in August. 
The principal event of the week was the 
selection of John W. Kaufman’s property, 
embracing Pope’s Theater and the east half 
of the block between Olive and Locust and 
Ninth and Tenth streets, forthe new 51, 000, 
000 hotel. Details pertaining to this im- 
portant enterprise were given in Friday even- 
ing’s Posr-Drisraren. Under the contract 
with the syndicate Mr. Kaufman is to get 
$750,000 for this block of realty. 
The property cost him $480,000. He bought 
it from the estate of John Jackson, deceased, 
June 16, 1889. The improvements are all old 
and of a very poor and unproductive charac- 
ter. Bad as they are, though, the annual in- 
come from them, as they stand, is $3,600 a 
year. The taxes amount to about $7,000 a 
year, and the insurance $3,000 more, 
HISTORICAL. 
It has not been more than ten years since 
this theater property was known as Dr. 
Snyder’s Church, Shortly after his Unitarian 
congregation moved into their new edifice 
the premises at the northwest corner of Olive 
and Ninth streets were leased to Charles A. 
Pope with the privilege of purchasing 
the property within 4 stated period 
for $65,000. Immediately upon taking 
possession Mr. Pope had the building 
remodeled for a theater. About 
that time Olive street property commenced 
to advance wonderfully in value, and Mr. 
Pope soon realized that he had a fortune in 
his option to buy the old church site for 
$65,000. Encouraged with the prospect he put 
additional improvements upon it and de- 
rived paying rentals from the little stores 
erected along the Ninth street front, next 
adjoining his theater. Shortly after this Mr. 
Pope took advantage of the option stipulated 
in his lease and perfected his purchase of the 
property. On the i16th of March, 1888, John 
Jackson, deceased, bought the theater from 
Mr. Pope andthe premises next adjoining it 
onthe west for $840,000. Of this amount it 
was reported that Mr. Pope received 
$280,000, and that the additional $60,000 
was paid to another party for the four-story 
museum building on the corner of the alley 
next adjoining the theater, with a frontage 
of zh feet. These twu purchases gave Mr. 
Jackton a frontage of 127% feet on Olive 
street. At that time he conceived the idea of 
erecting a mammoth hotel upon the 
site. To carry out this enterprise on 
the scale intended, more ground was 
necessary. Negotiations to secure it were 
opened and in a short time the remaining 
portions of the half block were secured. 

These negotiations were consummated for 
Mr. Jackson by E, S. Warner, Who on Feb. 
28, 1889, dought for his principal the Boyle 
property, 36x75 feet, on Locust street, at the 
southeast corner of the alley, for $20,000. 
Next to that on the east, fronting on Locust 
street, was the Hardy premises, 75x75 feet, 
and those, too, were bought for Mr. Jackson 
for $80,000. The next piece, 19x75 feet, at the 
southwest corner of Locust and Ninth streets 
could not be purchased, butit was secure 
under a rey nine-year lease at an annual 
rental of $2 

Those deals having been successfuly con- 
summated, Mr. Jackson then owned a front- 
age of 127% feet on Olive, extending through 
to Locust, on which street he had an equal 
frontage of 127% feet by a depth of 228 feet on 
the west line of Ninth street. A few weeks 
after this Mr. Jackson’s earthly career was 
ended suddenly, much tothe regretof the 
entire community as he was esteemed asa 
very valuable citizen. Death put an end to 
his 412 hotel enterprise. 

Such is the history of this property, which 
the deceased Mr. Jackson purchased with the 
intention of dullding upon it for the city of 
St. Louis one of the finest hotels to be found 
anywhere in the country. Verily the am- 
bition ot his life is to be realized, when the 
genius that prompted the enterprise is dead 
and nearly — en.

ALL THE OFFICIALS AT THEIR POSTS EX- 
CEPT THE JUDICIAL SYBARITE. 


There Are 260 Defendants Accused of 
PWelonies Awaiting the Return of the 
Judge and the Trial of Their Cases— 
How Prosecutions Are “Worn Out’’ 
and Witnesses Are Made to Weaken”’ 
—Disregard of Duty. 

For three months the Criminal Court of St. 


Tous has been closed. 


THE ONLY court in st. Louis which can try 
criminals charged with the most serious of- 
fenses against the public has remained abso- 
lutely idle for that period of time and no ex- 
planation or excuse is offerred for this delay 
of the law. 

When Judge J. C. Normile opens the court 

for the beginning of the October term, as he 
is expected to do at 10 o'clock to- moro 
morning, he will be greeted by an army of 
criminals, the iike of which no Judge serving 
im the same court has ever before beheld. 

All other officers of the court have been on 
hand for their duties except the judge who 
has been summering in the East. 

Three hundred prisoners charged with al- 
most every crime on the calendar from de- 
Uderate murder to petty pilfering are awalt- 
ing a hearing before the Criminal Court and 
the majority ofthem have been waiting on 
this court for the past three months. 

Appalling as this statement of facts ap- 
pears, itis shown by the books of the court 
to be the truth and not until the method of 
proceedure in prosecution is under- 
stood will the blic fully understand the 
seriousness of this state of affairs. 

Among the 800 prisoners who now stand 
before the bar of the Criminal Court are 
burglars, thugs and thieves, whose presence 
in the community is a constant menace to 
the peace and property of the general pub- 
lic. Among them are criminals whose names 
are tobe found on the police records for 
years past on the same charge they are now 
about to be tried on again. 

Many of these professional crooks are out 
on bond enjoying their liberty here or else- 
where, and may sacrifice their sureties and 
never appear for trial, while others who 
were released a few months ago on vond 
have since been rearrested for robberies and 
other crimes committed after their release. 

Not one culprit has been sent to the pen 
tentiary from St. Louis for any crime in three 
months, and during that time not one 
prisoner has received punishment in the 
Criminal Court. 

Thata large number of these would now 
be serving sentences in prison at hard labor, 
if given a speedy trial, is 
proven by the records of the 
Criminal Court forthe last term. Less than 
half the number of offenders were arraigned 
during that term than there is on the opening 
of the October term, yet over fifty culprits 
were sent to Jefferson City. The ratio of

THE TRIAL COURT. 


HOW NEW CRIMINAL CASES HAVE PILED UP ON 
THE DOCKET. 


If the docket of the Criminal Court, taken 
from the books of the court, reveals the in- 
terlor workings of that court, the record 
of the Court of Criminal Correction 
in cases held for the Grand-jury 
during July, August and September 
will give the publican idea of what a delay 
of three months of the Criminal Court ina 
city of halfa million people means. The 
last Grand-jury began its session on July 5 
and adjourned on July 15. All per- 
sons arrested for State offenses 
from July 5 to the meeting of 
the next Grand-jury must be given a prelim. 
inary examination in the Court of Criminal 
Correction, and if sufficient evidence is pro- 
duced to warrant the court in holding them 
under bond for the Grand-jury 
are held until the October Grand- 
jury meets. It will be just three 
months to a day to-morrow since the 
last State prisoner was sent before a Grand- 
jury in this city to be indicted.

Thirteen years ago this past summer 
strange looking hangers and posters ap- 

ared all over the city and throughout this 
section of country announcing that on the 
pvening of Tuesday, Oct.8, of that year—1878— 
the Veiled Prophet would appear at St.

4 
few days in advance of the pageant a myste- 
rious courier invariably makes his way into 
the newspaper offices of the city and com- 
mands representatives ofthe papers to ac- 
company him to his far-rway home. Blind- 
folded the newspaper man is transported

The pageant of 1880 also consisted of twen- 
ty-two floats and was called The Four Sea- 
sons.

The floats followed the Velied Prophet’s car-

Directly after the close of the tableau ex- 
hibition to-night, a sham battle will be 
fought in another part of the park, where a 
toy fort has been built and intrenchments 
dug. The fort is to represent the Dueppel 
Fortress of Denmark, captured by 
the Prussians in 64. The fort will 
have fifty men andthe attacking party will 
consist of 180 soldiers. Skirmishers from the 
Prussian line will first make an attack with 
a few sharpshooters and will be driven back. 
They will be reinforced by the entire army, 
which will make a gallant charge and finally 
capture and biow up the fort. The vict or ious 
army will then march in triumph to the 
ground, where portraits of Columbia and 
Germania will be shown in fireworks, and 
a grand pyrotechnic display will end 
the celebration for the first day. 
The Danish prisoners will be im- 
mediately released on parole as soon as 
captured instead of Diown up with the fort, 
and most of them will probably de seen aft- 
erward, drinking with their captors. For 
the benefit of the timid it may be stated that 
the active artillery will consist mostly of fire- 
crackers, notwithstanding the formidable 
aepearence of the four Krupp cannons in 
full view at the wings of the lan army. 
The park will be brilliantly tlluminated with 
electric and bengal lights during the battle, 
and in fact, all evening, except when the 
tableau of Germania is being 
given.

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Resources for a Grand Turnout at the 
Columbian Celebration in St. Louis 
Next October—Politics and Religion 
Kept Out of the Movement. 


The custom of having a demonstration 
every year in honor of the landing of tne 
first German settlers in this country is only 
a few years old, dating its origin from the 
bi-centennial celebration of that event la 
1883. The Germans of st. Louis had a cele. 
bration that year at the Merchants’ kx. 
change, but let the next five years go by with. 
out making a second demonstra. 
tion, although one or two 
other cities celebrated regularly every 
year. It was not until the summer of 1899 
that the matter was taken up again in st. 
Louis, and then an organization was formed 
for the purpose of celebrating tne one hun- 
dred and sixth anniversary. The affair was 
intrusted toa big general committee, and 
out of that grew the present Executive Com. 
mittee. Sunday, Oct. 6, was the day chosen 
for this second celebration, and the special 
feature of it was a grand street parade. The 
procession formed in the vicinity of French 
Market and marched to the central. part of 
the city and then out southwest as far as 
Vinegar Hill, returning by the way of Frank- 
lin avenue. Leo Rassieur was the Grand 
Marshal, and the distinguishing feat- 
ure of the procession was a 
beautiful float representing Columbia and 
Ger mania. Some 30,000 men were in line and 
the streets were thronged with people to see 
them. In the evening a concert was held at 
Music Hall, which was attended by as many 
ladies and gentlemen as could crowd into the 
ace. The music was sandwiched in with 
addresses by Mr. Rudolph Schulenberg, Rev) 
J. F. Jonas, pastor of the Independent 
Evangelical Church on Thirteenth and Ty 
streets, and Rabbi Sonneschein. Mr. E. 0 
Kehr, Chairman of the Executive Committee, 
presided, and also made a short address. 

LAST YEAR’S CELEBRATION. 

The demonstration last fall was very sim!- 
lar to the one a year before, but was much 
prettier and larger. Fully 50,000 men marched 
in the procession and there were eleven 
beautiful floats illustrative of what the Ger- 
mans in the Vaterland and the German- 
Americans in this country have accomplished 
in art, music, science, literature, public edu- 
cation, mechanical industries, physical cult- 
ure and the dissemination of public knowl- 
edge. The procession was a sort of a double 
wing affair, the twolines finally uniting on 
Fifteenth street and Lucas place. One 
division had marched from North St. 
Louis and the others from the southern 
part of the city, the floats being In the south- 
ern division.

A Barbaric Opera by Native Singers at the King’s Summer-House—A 
nie J Native Invents a Flying Machine.

Thursday. July %.—The street was this day 
‘much enlivened by the presence of the men 
from Little Makin. They average taller than 
’ Butaritarians, and, being on a holiday, went 
wreathed with yellow leaves and gorgeous in 
vivid colors. They are said to be more savage 
and to be proud of the distinction Indeed, 
it seemed to us they swaggered in the town 
like plaided Highlanders upon the streets of 
Inverness, conscious of barbaric virtues. 

In the afternoon the summer parlor was ob- 
served to be packed with people, others 
standing outside and stooping to peer under 
the eaves, like children at home abouta 
circus. It was the Makin company 
rehearsing for the day of competi- 
tion. Karaitch sat in the front row, 
close to the singers, where we were sum- 
moned (I suppose in honor of Queen Victoria) 
to join him. A strong breathless heat 
reigned under the iron roof, and the air was 
heavy with the scent of wreaths. The sing- 
ers, with fine mats about their loins, cocoa- 
put feathers set in rings upon their fingers, 
and their heads crowned with yellow leaves, 
gat on the floor by companies. A varying 
numder of soloists stood up ror different 
songs, and these bore the chief part in the 
music. But the full force of the chorus, even 
when not singing, contributed continuously 
to the effect,and marked the ictus of the 
measure, miming, grimacing, casting up 
their heads and eyes, fluttering the feathers 
on their fingers, clapping hands or beating 
Goud asakettie drum) on the left breast. 
The time was exquisite, the music 
barbarous, but full of conscious art. I noted 
some devices constantly employed. Achange 
would be introduced (I think of key) with no 
break of the measure, but emphasized by a 
sudden dramatic heightening of the voice 
and a swinging, general gesticulation. The 
voices of the soloists would begin far apart in 
a rude discord and gradually draw together to 
a unison, which when they had reached they 
were joined and drowned by the full chorus. 
The ordinary, burried, barking, unmelodious 
movement of the voices would at times be 
broken and glorified by a psalm-like strain of 
melody, often well constructed, or seeming 
80 by Contrast. There was much variety of 
measure, and toward the end of each piece, 
when the fun became fast and furious, a re- 
course to this figure: 
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It is difficult to conceive what fire and devil- 
try they get into these hammering finales; all 
go together, voices, hands, eyes, leaves, and 
fluttering finger rings; the chorus swings to 
the eye, the song throbs on the ear; the faces 
are convulsed with enthusiasm and effort. 

Presently the troupe stood up in a body, the 
chorus forming a half circle for the soloists, 
who were sometimes five or even morein 
number. The songs that followed were high 

matic; though I had none to give meany 
nation, I could at times make out some 
shadowy but decisive outline of a plot, and I 
was continually reminded of certain quarrel- 
some concerted scenes in grand operas 
at home. Just so the single voices 
issue from and fall again into 
the general volume; just so do the 
performers separate and crowd together, 
brandish the raised hand and roll the eye to 
heaven or the gallery. Already this is beyond 
the Thespian model; the art of this people is 
Already past the embryo. Song, dance, 
chorus, quartet and solo—it is the lyrical 
Grama full developed, although still in minia- 
ture. Of all so-called dancing in the South 
Seas, that which Isaw in Butaritari stands 
easily the frst. The hula, as it may be 
viewed by the speedy globe trotter in Hono- 
lulu, is surely the most dull of man’s inven- 
tions, and the spectator yawns under its 
length as at a college lecture or a 
1 weet debate. But the Gilbert 
a dance leads on the mind; it 
thrills, rouses, subjugates; it has the essence 
ofallart, an unexplored, imminent signif- 
cance. here so many are engaged, and 
where all must make (at a given moment) the 
same swift, elaborate, and often arbitrary 
movement, the toll of rehearsal is, of course 
extreme.

highly unstrategical. Butthe Makin —_ 
had a better — ore and, upon a fresh in- 
terruption, turn and trooped out of the 
house.

A CURIOUS INSECT. 


The Wood-Fretter, or Death Watch, Which 
Interests Naturalists. 


One of our lecturers, M. A. Rossignol, says 
La Nature, has sent tous, inclosed ina glass 
tube, two little insects, which were taken in 
the very act of their nocturnal rampages. 
They were found on the same sheet of tar- 
paper, but on opposite sides from each other. 
They hammered loudly against the paper 
with their heads in a sort of see-saw move- 
ment and at the rate of six strokes per sec- 
ond, and the second insect, which was a little 
lower down the paper than the frst, an- 
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swered immediately to the summons of the 
first. The insects sent by M. Rossignol be- 
long to the family of the coleoptera, and are 
called the ‘‘anobium tessellatum’’ of Fabri- 
cus, a picture of which is herewith given. 

The peculiar habits of this little creature 
have been watched and studied by the 
naturalists Becker, Taschenberg and others.

A sleepless night is full of whim- 
sical fancies, and ing of this beetle, 
which is similar to the beat of a watch, has 
brought it in bad repute as prognosticating 
the death of some one in the house in which 
it is heard, therefore its name, death-watch. 
In order to produce the shocks, the insect 
draws in its feelers and intermediate legs 
and, supporting itself upon the mesial 5 2 
it Knocks its head against the surface. Wit 
this noise the male calls to its mate. 

The larva of the anobium lives and thrives 
in old wood and furniture, the interior of 
which it honey-combs in such a way that 
nothing indicates its presence on the outside. 
As soon as the larva is fully developed it digs 
out a little cell and transforms itself into a 
nymph. In a few weeks the full-blown beetle 
emerges from the pupa state by digging or 
boring a round hole in the wood. These little 
holes appear all over the wood, as far as it is 
attacked by these creatures.

HENRY WALKER. 
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STORIES OF OUR DAY. 
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A Thrilling Capture by the Indians and 
the Lucky Escape of a Scout. 


BY Mu. QUAD. 


During the Indian troubles which followed 
the close of the civil war, I was attached to 
various Western forts and camps as scout 
and dispatch rider, and in that capacity had 
my full share of adventures. It was my for- 
tune or misfortune almost at the outset of my 
career to strike the Sioux a blow which made 
them forever after hungry for my life. This 
was in 1866, while they were pretending to be 
at peace, but actually killing every white 
man who was found outside the forts. I was 
then at Fort McPherson, and while carrying 
a dispatch to a small body of troops stationed 
on the Saline Fork of the Kansas River, I en- 
countered a small band of Indians, This was 
about 10 o’clock in the forenoon. I saw them 
emerge from a dry ravine and head to cut me 
off, and at once halted and dismounted. I 
was then on the crest ofa ridge, and close to 
a natural sink, which would make a good rifie- 
pit. It was big enough to shelter my horse as 
well, and I was all ready for the redskins be- 
fore they knew I had taken the alarm. 

While not in war- paint they showed every 
other sign of hostility. and I knew thatif 1 
fell intotheir hands my scalp would change 
owners within five minutes. There wasn’t a 
Winchester rife among the Indians at that 
time and not one in ten had seen one. I had 
one, while the nine redskins before me had 
old-fashioned muzzle-loading rifies, and I 
believed I could surprise them. They were 
led by a sub-chief named Little Feather and 
among the nine were two others named 
White Water and Running Bear. These three 
sub-chiefs were warriors of renown and 
were then on their way to attend a council 
and a war-dance. 

It was Little Feather who summoned me to 
surrender on pain of being burned at the 
stake, and he was the one who directed 
affairs when I shouted my refusal. The nine 
spread out, mounted on their ponies, until 
they half encircled my refuge, then, at a sig- 
nal, they came charging upthe slope, each 
one yelling enough to split his throat. Lying 
on my face, with a dead rest for my rifle, I 
tumbled Little Feather and White Water out 
oftheir saddles,and that stopped the charge. 
As they checked up I killea Running Bear, 
and before they got out of range I wounded 
one of the warriors. The living galloped off, 
and I carried two ponies and all the ac- 
coutrements of the dead chiefs safely into the 
fort. Ina work entitled, The Pioneers of 
Nebraska,’’ pages 355-6, isan account of this 
fight, but not a very accurate one. The num- 
ber of killed is there put down at five and the 
name of Running Bear is given as Yellow 
Bear. 

Itsoon became known among the Sioux 
what had happened, and every branch of the 
great tribe swore to have my life. A reward 
of ten ponies was offered to any one who 
should kill me and twenty if I were taken 
alive. Iwas advised by everybody to clear 
out of that locality, but I refused to go until 
the long-expected war finally broke out and I 
was attached to a moving column. The 
threats of the Indians had not greatly dis- 
turbed me, asiknew they would always be 
trying their best to capture a scout, no mat- 
ter H they had never heard of him. Those 
were days when every white man on the 
plains lived a year in every week and never 
forgot for a moment that his life was in con - 
tinual joopary- Several plans, as I after- 
wards learned, were formed to capture me, 
but I slipped through. 

I was finally made prisoner under singular 
circumstances. I was returning from the 
flying column to Fort Wallace with 
dispatches. I had set out soon after dusk 
and made a good twenty-five miles whena 
heavy fog settled down on the plains. It 
wouldn't have bothered an Indian to keep 
the points of the compass, but after I had 
turned and twisted among some dry ravines 
I had to oon up thatI was lost. My horse 
was just as badly of. WhenlI gave him his 
head he came to a stop. The only thing to 
do was to dismount and wait for daylight. I 
was sitting on the ground, not feeling a bit 
sleepy, and my horse was lying down, when 
a band of thirty-seven Indians, all mounted, 
walked right onto me through the fog. I 
heard the footsteps of their horses, but could 
not locate them in the fog until too late. 
When [leaped up it was with the thought 
that I might make a break for it on foot, but 
before I could turn they were all about me, 
and in another minute I was made prisoner. 

The Indians were as much surprised as I 
was, and it was broad daylight before they 
identified me. Up to that time they had 
treated me fairly well. Whenit was known 


that I was the scout whose life they had so 


long thirsted after half a dozen bucks tried 
to tomahawk me on the spot. When their 
angry excitement had cooled down there was 
as much rejoicing asif they had captured a 
fort. Six warriors were called out as a guard 
and soon after sunrise I was put. in their 


charge and started for a big Sioux village on
